Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors  of 
Attendance,  not  later  than  September  29,  a  Left 
Without  Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who  was 
on  the  school  roll  on  June  12,  but  who  has  not 
registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave 
school  for  any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer 
to  another  school  should  be  immediately  re- 
ported to  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  as  Left 
Without  Transfer.  .Before  reporting  these  pupils 
as  Left  Without  Transfer  they  should  be  check- 
ed as  carefully  as  possible  by  the  school,  and 
when  reported  the  Left  Without  Transfer 
should  have  as  much  information  as  possible  for 
the  Supervisor  of  Attendance. 


Birthdate  Data  Required 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  are  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  Registration 
of  Minor  blanks  for  all  pupils  entering  the 
kindergarten  and  1A  grades.  If  the  parent  does 
not  fill  out  one  of  these,  the  teacher  should 
prepare  the  blank  from  data  on  the  permanent 
card.  Only  in  this  way  will  it  be  possible  for  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  to  make  its  check  of  ages. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the  num- 
ber of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and  date 
of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed  state- 
ment that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth  certifi- 
cate. If  no  birth  certificate  is  obtainable,  a  hos- 
pital certificate  may  be  used  instead.  If  such 
birth  verification  is  not  readily  available,  how- 
ever, Registration  of  Minor  blanks  are  not  to  be 
delayed  but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the  kin- 
dergarten his  birthdate  must  be  not  later  than 
December  2,  1948.  All  entrants  to  the  first  grade 
must  have  been  born  on  or  before  December  2, 
1947. 


School  Lists  Required  by  Sept.  29 

The  principal  of  each  school  will  send  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  not  later  than  September 
29,  1953  the  complete  enrollment  by  classes  as 
of  September  25,  1953,  on  the  class  list  forms 
supplied  by  the  Bureau.  (Please  notify  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  or  your  Supervisor  of 
Attendance  the  number  of  class  list  forms  you 
will  need.) 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and  type  or  write 
plainly  in  ink.  Do  not  use  nicknames.  If  a 
teacher  has  more  than  one  grade,  list  separately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  give 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the 
street  address;  also  both  American  and  Chinese 
names.  List  complete  addresses  for  children 
living  in  projects — building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers.  For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels,  list  apart- 
ment or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils  who  actually 
have  been  in  attendance  at  some  time  since 
September  14,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transferred  or  who  have  left  without  trans- 
fer before  September  25.  Add  to  the  list  and  star 
the  names  of  any  pupils  who  have  not  been  in 
attendance  during  this  period  but  who  had 
registered  previously  and  whose  absence  because 
of  sickness  you  have  verified.  In  order  to  keep 
records  correct,  any  child  who  returns  to  school 
after  September  25,  or  enters  after  that  date, 
should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
at  once  either  by  a  transfer,  if  he  has  one,  or  by 
an  Entered  Without  Transfer  slip.

Title  5,  Section  12.1  of  the  Administrative 
Code  has  been  changed  as  follows: 

"  'Original  full'  signatures  are  no  longer  re- 
quired of  the  verifying  authority  in  verifying 
absences  due  to  illness  or  quarantine.  Facsimile 
signatures  and  rubber  stamps  may  therefore  be 
used  in  the  future  by  verifying  authorities." 

"Verification  may  be  made  by  any  one  of  the 
following: 

1)  School  or  public  health  nurse;  2)  attend- 
ance supervisor;  3)  physician;  4)  principal;  5) 
teacher;  6)  other  qualified  employee  of  a  district 
or  a  county  superintendent  of  schools  assigned 
to  make  such  verification."

Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations,  Superintendent 
Herbert  C.  Clish  calls  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting 
the  professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative office  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and 
unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or 
refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  at- 
tention to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's 
Bulletin.

This  bulletin  was  prepared  to  provide  the 
certificated  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  with  information  relative  to 
courses  offered  in  the  University  of  California, 
Stanford  University,  the  San  Francisco  State 
College,  the  University  of  San  Francisco,  and 
the  San  Francisco  College  for  Women.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  offerings  in  education,  the  human- 
ities, and  the  arts  and  sciences  by  the  universi- 
ties and  colleges,  the  courses  jointly  sponsored 
by  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District, 
the  San  Francisco  State  College,  the  University 
of  San  Francisco,  and  the  San  Francisco  College 
for  Women  are  given. 

The  jointly  sponsored  courses  were  designed 
to  give  specific  attention  to  curriculum  problems 
in  the  schools  and  are  therefore  of  immediate 
value  in  their  application  to  classroom  teaching. 


Furthermore,  all  of  the  offerings  listed  in  this 
bulletin  will  provide  teachers  with  an  oppor- 
tunity to  pursue  a  program  of  professional 
growth  and  at  the  same  time  earn  valid  salary 
increment  credits. 

Registration  in  any  of  the  courses  listed  in 
this  bulletin  is  optional.  Teachers  should  refer 
to  the  salary  policy  of  the  Board  of  Education 
for  specific  limitations  on  the  number  of  courses 
which  may  be  carried  by  the  teacher  in  any  one 
semester  or  school  year.

Jointly  Sponsored   Courses

and  salary  classification  credit.  Enrollment  for 
non-college  credit  does  not  require  any  registra- 
tion fee.

Relative  the   Loyalty  Oath 

The  Superintendent,  under  date  of  September 
11,  1953,  addressed  the  following  Supervisory 
Bulletin  No.  1  to  elementary  and  secondary 
school  principals  and  president,  City  College: 

"At  the  last  session  of  the  State  Legislature, 
a  new  provision  was  enacted  into  the  Education 
Code  which  required  all  School  District  em- 
ployees who  serve  for  the  first  time  on  or  after 
September  9,  1953,  to  take  an  additional  Loyal- 
ty Oath  stating,  'I  am  not  a  member  of  the 
Communist  Party.' 

"The  Superintendent  has  already  taken  steps 
to  place  this  requirement  into  effect  for  all  new 
School  District  employees. 

"This  Law,  however,  has  an  additional  pro- 
vision, namely,  that  any  School  District  em- 
ployee who  may  have  been  a  member  of  the 
Communist  Party  since  September  10,  1948, 
and  who  has  since  in  good  faith  disqualified 
himself  from  the  Communist  Party  must  file  a 
verified  statement  with  the  Board  of  Education 
to  this  effect  not  later  than  ninety  (90)  days 
from  September  9,  1953.  In  the  event  there  is 
such  a  person  and  the  verified  statement  is  not 
filed,  he  is  subject  to  immediate  suspension  and 
dismissal. 

"The  Superintendent  is  calling  this  matter  to 
the  attention  of  all  employees,  not  that  he  has 
any  reason  to  believe  that  there  are  any  em- 
ployees who  fall  into  this  category,  but  in  order 
to  fully  protect  those  who  may  in  the  past  have 
been  members  of  the  Communist  Party  and 
have  in  good  faith  disaffiliated  themselves. 

"Principals  are  asked  to  be  sure  that  this 
information  is  given  to  every  staff  member."

Washington  Students  Rate  High 

A  letter  by  Professor  Richard  E.  Powell,  De- 
partment of  Chemistry,  University  of  Califor- 
nia, to  the  George  Washington  Senior  High 
School  said  in  part: 

"Twenty-four  students  from  George  Wash- 
ington Senior  High  School  enrolled  in  Chemis- 
try 1A.  The  top  one-fourth  of  them  made  A 
grades,  the  middle  one-half  B  grades,  and  the 
lower  one-fourth  C  grades,  with  no  D  grades 
or  failures.  This  grade  pattern  is  much  the 
highest  achieved  by  the  students  from  any  Bay 
Area-high  school. 

"Eleven  of  these  same  students  (a  somewhat 
greater  proportion  than  usual)  went  on  to  take 
Chemistry  IB.  6  made  A,  3  made  ,B,  one  C  and 
one  failure  (the  failure  probably  being  for 
reasons  other  than  poor  scholarship).  As  you 
can  see,  the  usual  distribution  of  grades  has 
been  quite  inverted. 

"It  is  a  pleasure  to  have  University  students 
of  such  caliber,  and  you  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  turning  them  out.  We  hope  you  can  send  us 
many  more  of  the  same." 


Interpretation  of  1st  Grade  Readiness  Scores 

Although  Kindergarten  Norms  have  been 
provided  in  the  Metropolitan  Readiness  Test 
packet,  first  grade  teachers  are  requested  to  use 
the  norms  and  percentile  appearing  on  pages 
25  and  27  of  the  Manual  of  Directions.  The 
wide  sampling  and  the  fact  that  our  children 
are  routinely  tested  at  beginning  first  grade 
makes  these  norms  more  applicable. 


Articles  on  Vocational 
Education  in  San  Francisco 

Articles  on  vocational  education,  written  by 
Dr.  O.  D.  Adams,  assistant  superintendent, 
adult  and  vocational  education,  appeared  in 
"Western  Industry",  a  periodical  devoted  to 
training  apprentices,  supervisors  and  managers 
within  industry;  and  "American  School  and 
University  Year  Book"  1953-54,  published  in 
the  interest  of  contemporary  educational  build- 
ing. 

The  first  article  was  titled  "Related  Training 
— For  Tomorrow's  Journeymen",  emphasizing 
the  fact  that  "Since  World  War  II  there  have 
come  into  the  industrial  field  many  new  forms 
of  science  in  which  a  knowledge  of  theory  and 
technical  information  is  absolutely  necessary." 

The  second  article  told  the  story  of  the  new 
John  A.  O'Connell  Vocational  High  School  and 
Technical  Institute,  and  was  accompanied  by 
illustrations  of  the  building  and  classrooms.  An 
interesting  fact  as  noted  by  Dr.  Adams  was  that 
"Vocational  Education  in  San  Francisco  dates 
back  to  December  11,  1854,  when  the  Me- 
chanics' Institute  for  the  advancement 
mechanics,  arts  and  sciences  was  established.

School  Registers  to  be  Revised 

Although  1953  Revisions  of  the  State  School 
Register  have  been  sent  to  the  respective  ele- 
mentary schools,  there  have  been  legislative 
measures  necessitating  changes  since  the  print- 
ing of  the  registers. 

"In  order  to  bring  the  instructions  for  keep- 
ing the  State  School  Registers  up-to-date  in 
accordance  with  changes  made  in  the  laws  by 
the  1953  Legislature,  the  following  changes  or 
notations  should  be  made  in  each  teacher's 
Register: 

Page  1,  Item  F,  1,  a  —  Change  170  to  175. 

Page  1,  Item  F,  2  —  There  have  been  many 
inquiries  about  the  status  of  legislation  that  was 
introduced  to  make  some  changes  in  laws  rela- 
tive to  holidays.  No  such  legislation  passed  so 
there  are  no  changes  in  the  laws  relative  to 
holidays.  It  should  be  called  to  attention,  how- 
ever, that  when  May  30  falls  on  Sunday,  as  it 
does  in  1954,  it  is  not  required  that  schools  close 
on  the  following  Monday.  Most  districts  will  be 
observing  May  31  as  a  local  holiday  in  accord- 
ance with  activities  of  the  respective  communi- 
ties in  California. 

Page  2,  Item  10,  second  paragraph  —  Change 
170  to  175. 

Page  2,  Item  10,  line  4  under  "Absence  due  to 
illness  shall  NOT  be  reported  nor  allowed  for 
the  following  —  Delete  line  4  as  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  are  now  authorized  to  credit 
attendance  for  absence  due  to  illness  in  emer- 
gency schools  and  special  training  schools  or 
classes." 

"Page  3  —  The  words  'An  original  signature' 
on  the  second  line  of  page  3  should  be  changed 
to  read  'A  signature.'  This  is  a  change  in  State 
Department  regulation  which  means  that  here- 
after facsimile  signatures  or  rubber  stamp  sig- 
natures may  be  used  by  verifying  authorities  as 
well  as  original  signatures  on  J-31  forms. 

"Page  3,  Item  11,  first  paragraph  —  Educa- 
tion Code  Section  6804  has  been  amended  so 
that  there  is  no  longer  any  limit  on  the  number 
of  absences  per  month  that  may  be  counted  for 
attendance  for  pupils  who  are  having  optomet- 
rical  services  rendered.  All  such  absences  will  be 
circled  in  red  and  will  be  treated  as  attendance 
in  reporting  absences  and  attendance. 

"Page  3,  Item  11,  second  paragraph  —  It  will 
no  longer  be  necessary  to  place  the  letter  'd' 
within  the  red  circle  for  absences  due  to  dental 
services. 

"Page  4,  Item  1 1  —  Change  170  to  175. 
"Page  4,  Item  12,  b  —  Change  170  to  175."

Treasury  Department  Explains 
Certain  Tax  Deduction 

Glen  T.  Jamison,  director  of  Internal  Rev- 
enue, U.  S.  Treasury  Department,  has  addressed 
the  following  letter  to  Lester  R.  Steig,  coordin- 
ator of  salaries,  relative  certain  expenses  that 
are  deductible  for  Federal  income  tax  purposes: 

"Reply  is  made  to  your  letter  dated  June  12, 
1953. 

"The  expenses  of  traveling,  meals,  and  lodg- 
ing incurred  by  teachers  in  attending  teachers 
conventions  in  this  country,  if  they  are  not  re- 
imbursed for  such  expenses,  are  considered 
ordinary  and  necessary  business  expenses  and 
are  deductible  for  Federal  income  tax  purposes. 
Records  of  such  expenditures  must  be  kept  to 
substantiate  the  deductions  claimed. 

"Ordinary  and  necessary  traveling  expenses 
incurred  by  teachers  on  sabbatical  leave,  who 
receive  compensation  while  engaged  in  required 
traveling  and  who  must  report  relative  to  their 
travel,  are  deductible  for  Federal  income  tax 
purposes. 

"In  the  case  of  Nora  Payne  Hill  v.  Commis- 
sioner, the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  held  that 
expenses  of  attending  summer  school,  including 
tuition,  room  rent,  cost  of  travel,  and  the  differ- 
ence between  the  cost  of  living  while  at  summer 
school  and  at  home,  are  properly  deductible  as 
ordinary  and  necessary  business  expenses.  In 
this  case,  the  teacher  attended  summer  school 
as  a  requirement  under  State  law,  to  renew  her 
teacher's  certificate  and  to  continue  her  work 
as  a  teacher  and  in  order  to  maintain,  preserve 
and  carry  on  her  present  teaching  position.  The 
expenses  incurred  by  this  teacher  in  attending 
summer  school  were  necessitated  under  State 
law  which  required  the  teacher  to  renew  her 
teacher's  certificate  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  State  law,  so  that  she  could  continue 
her  work  as  a  teacher  in  the  position  presently 
held.  The  expenses  were  necessarily  incurred  to 
maintain  her  present  position,  not  to  obtain  a 
new  position;  to  carry  on  in  her  present  position, 
not  to  expand  or  increase. 

"In  those  cases  where  attendance  at  summer 
school  is  required  and  undertaken  to  enable  a 
teacher  to  continue  her  existing  position,  neces- 
sary and  reasonable  expenses  paid  in  connection 
with  attending  summer  school  will  be  deduc- 
tible. 

"In  those  cases  where  summer  courses  are 
taken  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  teaching 
position,  qualifying  for  permanent  status,  a 
higher  position,  advances  in  the  salary  schedule, 
or  to  fulfill  the  general  cultural  aspirations  of 
the  teacher,  a  deduction  for  summer  school  ex- 
penses may  not  be  made."

Exterior  of  the  new  $2,500,000  classroom  and 
library  building  of  City  College  of  San  Fran- 
cisco in  Balboa  Park,  east  of  the  main  Science 
Building,  has  been  completed.

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Four  Marks  of  a 
Mature  Teacher 

What  are  the  marks  of  a  mature,  well-adjust- 
ed teacher?  Dr.  A.  R.  Mangus,  mental  health 
expert  at  Ohio  State  University,  says : 

"A  person  is  socially  mature  when  he  is  able  to 
live  easily,  comfortably,  and  harmoniously  with 
other  people.  The  socially  mature  are  free  from 
neurotic  necessity  to  dominate  and  control 
others,  to  be  unduly  submissive  to  them,  or  to 
withdraw  from  social  contacts. 

"A  person  is  emotionally  mature  when  he  is 
able  to  control  his  energies,  can  manage  his  fears, 
hates,  resentments  and  loves.  The  person  de- 
velopes  in  the  direction  of  emotional  maturity  as 
he  learns  to  live  more  in  terms  of  the  realities  of 
situations  than  in  terms  of  his  wishes,  desires, 
and  prejudices.  The  person  who  is  emotionally 
mature  feels  secure  and  has  a  healthy  respect  for 
himself. 

"A  person  is  intellectually  mature  when  he  is 
able  to  size  up  situations  and  make  his  own  de- 
cisions. He  has  good  abilities  to  make  decisions 
on  the  basis  of  known  facts  or  on  the  basis  of 
principles.  He  generally  makes  decisions  with 
full  readiness  to  assume  responsibility  for  them. 

"A  person  is  morally  mature  when  he  has 
adopted  personally-satisfying  and  socially-ac- 
cepted goals  of  living,  and  when  he  has  learned 
to  make  wise  choices  among  possible  courses  of 
action.  He  does  not  make  those  choices  on  the 
basis  of  whim,  fancy,  or  impulse.  Neither  does  he 
make  them  merely  on  the  basis  of  rigid  rules  and 
taboos  handed  down  through  tradition."

Signalizing  the  opening  of  the  fall  and  winter 
fashion  seasons  in  San  Francisco  is  TRADI- 
TION AND  STYLE,  an  exhibition  comparing 
feminine  fashions  through  several  centuries  of 
costume  prints.  On  display  in  the  Achenbach 
Foundation  Gallery,  California  Palace  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor  Museum,  until  November  22, 
the  exhibition  attempts  to  demonstrate  the  in- 
fluence of  certain  political,  social,  and  moral 
traditions  upon  fashions  of  the  past  and  present. 

Since  the  print  is  a  medium  close  to  the  com- 
mon man  and  a  visual  record  of  the  theories  and 
practices  of  society,  the  content  of  the  exhibi- 
tion was  selected  from  the  Museum's  print  de- 
partment, the  Achenbach  Foundation  for 
Graphic  Arts,  and  consists  of  etchings,  engrav- 
ings, woodcuts,  and  lithographs  dating  from  the 
sixteenth  to  the  twentieth  centuries.

Another, 
THE  RISE  AND  FALL  OF  THE  WAIST- 
LINE, draws  an  analogy  between  fashions  and 
the  political  scene.  The  broadcast  and  adoption 
of  new  style  trends  is  the  concern  of  the  DIC- 
TATORS OF  FASHION  section.  COMPLE- 
MENTS OF  THE  SEASON,  the  last  section, 
demonstrates  the  influence  of  time,  place,  and 
temperature  upon  feminine  fashion  design.

Application  for  Sabbatical  Leave 

Under  local  rules  governing  sabbatical  leaves 
is  the  statement: 

"Certificated  employees  having  met  the  re- 
quirements for  sabbatical  leave  must  present 
application  not  later  than  April  1,  or  October 
1,  of  the  term  preceding  the  school  year  in 
which  the  leave  is  desired." 

There  has  been  some  misunderstanding  as  to 
the  interpretation  of  this  statement.  Some  staff 
members  assumed  that  this  meant  that  the  ap- 
plication need  only  be  in  the  office  of  an  indi- 
vidual school  administrator  prior  to  that  date. 
This,  however,  can  lead  to  misunderstanding 
and  confusion  and  ultimately  mean  that  certain 
staff  members  might  be  disappointed  relative  to 
the  date  of  their  leave. 

The  Superintendent  has  discussed  this  matter 
with  the  legal  adviser  and  the  interpretation  to 
be  placed  upon  this  rule  from  this  date  forth  is 
that  the  application  must  actually  have  been 
received  in  the  office  of  the  Coordinator  of  Per- 
sonnel not  later  than  April  1,  or  October  1,  of 
the  term  preceding  the  school  year  in  which  the 
leave  is  desired.

Air  Conditioning-Refrigeration 
Laboratory  Completed  at  CCSF 

Completion  of  the  City  College  air  condition- 
ing and  refrigeration  laboratory  which  has  been 
in  the  process  of  construction  for  eight  months 
was  announced  recently  by  Dr.  Louis  G.  Con- 
Ian,  president.  The  new  unit  representing  an 
investment  of  $60,000  is  located  on  the  north 
end  of  the  ground  floor  of  the  main  science 
building  at  the  College  in  the  engineering  de- 
partment. 

The  new  unit  occupying  2,000  square  feet,  is 
divided  into  three  sections,  the  air  conditioning 
laboratory,  a  low  temperature  refrigeration  box, 
and  a  machinery  room,  all  of  which  is  to  be 
used  for  instructional  purposes. 

Installation  of  this  unit  resulted  from  peti- 
tions from  air  condition  and  refrigeration  con- 
tractors, hotel  and  restaurants  who  have  found 
a  need  for  skilled  builders  or  operators  of  these 
units. 

The  laboratory  unit  was  designed  by  Edward 
Simons,  consulting  engineer,  in  cooperation 
with  the  City  Architect. 

The  local  chapter  of  the  American  Society  of 
Refrigeration  engineers  plan  on  Thursday,  No- 
vember 19,  to  christen  the  new  unit  after  a 
dinner  meeting  to  be  held  at  the  College. 

A  feature  of  the  installation  is  the  modern 
graphic  panel  board  which  reveals  the  action  of 
controls  and  the  visuals  of  movement  of  air  in 
the  process  of  air  conditioning.

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"Meeting  the  Challenge  in  Asia" 
Lecture  Topic  of  Dr.  Y.  C.  Yen 

Dr.  Y.  C.  James  Yen,  world  famous  educator, 
will  speak  at  the  Galileo  High  School  Audi- 
torium on  Thursday  evening,  November  5,  on 
the  subject  of  "Meeting  the  Challenge  in  Asia." 
TV  Commentator  William  Winter  will  present 
Dr.  Yen.  The  lecture  is  free  and  will  start  at 
8:00  p.m.  All  teachers  and  their  friends  are 
invited  and  urged  to  attend.  The  meeting  is 
being  sponsored  by  the  Field  Administrators' 
Association  of  San  Francisco  and  the  World 
Affairs  Council.  It  has  been  endorsed  by  other 
leading  teachers'  groups  here,  and  it  has  the 
hearty  support  of  Dr.  Herbert  C.  Clish,  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

Dr.  Yen  is  an  "Honorary  Citizen"  of  San 
Francisco.  He  has  earned  degress  at  Yale  and 
Princeton  Universities.  He  is  considered  a  stim- 
ulating and  dynamic  speaker.  In  May  of  1943, 
150  leading  universities  and  research  institutes 
selected  him  as  one  of  the  ten  most  outstanding 
"creative  geniuses"  of  our  day. 

Dr.  Yen  developed  the  Chinese  Mass  Educa- 
tion Movement  in  China  after  World  War  I. 
He  developed  a  simplified  Chinese  alphabet, 
which  could  be  learned  relatively  easily  by  an 
illiterate,  who  would  then,  in  turn,  be  expected 
to  teach  another  illiterate.  This  movement  was 
credited  with  teaching  46  million  Chinese  how 
to  read  in  one  two-year  period  during  the 
'thirties.'  By  1936,  80  million  illiterates  had  been 
taught  to  read  and  more  than  800  rural  re- 
construction centers  were  established  through- 
out China. 

In  February  1952,  Dr.  Yen  visited  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  as  the  president  of  the  International 
Committee  of  the  Mass  Education  Movement. 
This  organization  had  been  created  in  1951  with 
headquarters  in  New  York  and  had  among  its 
members  such  leaders  in  education  and  industry 
as  Pearl  S.  Buck,  William  O.  Douglas,  Marshall 
Field,  Mrs.  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  and  Gerald 
Swope.  Dr.  Yen's  visit  to  the  Philippine  so  in- 
spired the  civic  leaders  there  that  they  organ- 
ized the  Philippine  Rural  Reconstruction 
Movement  to  raise  the  economic  and  social 
standard  of  the  rural  people  who  represent  80 
percent  of  the  total  population.  Dr.  Yen  is  the 
adviser,  and  the  new  spirit  of  self-help  is  sweep- 
ing the  nation.  The  Philippines  is  the  first  pilot 
country  in  rural  reconstruction  which  the  Inter- 
national Committee  is  promoting.

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Geographic   Bulletins 
Resume   Publication 

The  Geographic  School  Bulletins  have  re- 
sumed publication  for  the  1953-54  school  year, 
the  National  Geographic  Society  has  announced 
in  Washington,  D.  C. 

These  Bulletins  have  been  one  of  the  Society's 
notable  contributions  to  geographic  education 
ever  since  1919.  A  recently  completed  poll  of 
teachers  and  school  officials  asking  their  opin- 
ions on  the  value  of  the  Bulletins  has  brought 
an  overwhelmingly  enthusiastic  response,  proof 
that  these  weekly  educational  aids  have  lost 
none  of  their  popularity. 

Teachers  in  junior  asd  senior  high  schools 
reported  they  considered  them  invaluable. 
Teachers  in  primary  and  elementary  grades 
wrote  that  they  found  them  a  distinct  help  in 
preparing  themselves  for  classes  because  the 
contents  could  be  so  easily  adapted  for  younger 
children.  Teachers'  colleges  said  they  found 
them  a  definite  asset.  In  every  group  there  were 
many  who  voluntarily  added  they  could  not  do 
without  them. 

Written  in  sprightly  style  and  highly  inform- 
ative, the  Bulletins  went  to  some  27,000  teachers 
and  pupils  last  year.  The  issues,  in  all,  contained 
146  specially  prepared  geographic  articles,  illus- 
trated with  more  than  200  fine  National  Geo- 
graphic photographs  and  maps.

With  greatly  increased  prices  for  labor,  print- 
ing, engraving,  paper,  ink,  and  all  other  supplies 
necessary  for  the  manufacture  of  the  Bulletins, 
it  has  become  necessary  for  The  Society  to  in- 
crease the  subscription  fee  to  seventy-five  cents 
for  the  thirty  issues. 

The  publication  itself  represents  a  contribu- 
tion to  geographic  education  on  the  part  of  the 
more  than  2,000,000  members  of  the  National 
Geographic  Society.  It  is  their  organization 
which  defrays  the  sizeable  basic  expense  incur- 
red in  gathering  text  and  illustration  materials. 

Also  available  to  the  Bulletin  editors  are  The 
Society's  library  of  geographic  reference  books 
and  its  collection  of  detailed  maps,  articles  pub- 
lished in  the  National  Geographic  Magazine, 
and  ready  access  to  information  at  government 
bureaus  and  scientific  institutions  in  the  Na- 
tion's Capitol  —  sources  of  geographic  inform- 
ation which  an  individual  teacher  could  not  tap 
in  years  of  research. 

Illustrations  in  the  Bulletins  are  from  The 
Society's  extensive  files  of  photographs  obtained 
at  the  cost  of  years  of  arduous  travel  and  some- 
times at  the  risk  of  life.

Annual  Christmas  Seal 
Sale   Now   Under  Way 

The  47th  annual  Christmas  Seal  Sale  of  the 
San  Francisco  Tuberculosis  Association  will 
open  on  Monday,  November  16,  to  continue 
through  the  holidays. 

Although  much  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  battle  against  tuberculosis,  since  the  origin 
of  the  seal  sale  in  1903,  it  is  still  a  major  health 
problem,  according  to  William  F.  Fielder,  a 
director  of  the  association  and  chairman  of  the 
1953  sale.  In  San  Francisco  alone,  214  persons 
died  from  tuberculosis  last  year,  he  said,  and 
over  850  new  cases  were  reported.  More  than 
one-third  of  these  new  cases  were  found  among 
apparently  healthy  people  who  obtained  free 
chest  x-rays  given  by  the  San  Francisco  Tuber- 
culosis Association. 

"During  the  past  12  months  the  association 
has  provided  138,513  of  these  free  chest  x-rays," 
Mr.  Fielder  said.  "In  addition,  the  association 
has  contributed  toward  research  projects,  sup- 
plied schools,  industries,  public  health  workers 
and  others  with  material  with  which  to  supple- 
ment their  educational  programs  on  tubercu- 
losis; brought  new  services  for  diversion  and  re- 
habilitation to  hundreds  of  tuberculosis  patients 
in  the  San  Francisco  Hospital  and  carried  on 
many  other  services."

Color  TV  Likely  in  3  to  5  Years 

"Some  time  within  three  to  five  years,  we  may 
have  color  television  in  a  commercial  sense — 
not  before  then,  we  believe,"  Robert  S.  Bell, 
executive  vice-president  of  the  Packard-Bell  Co. 
last  week  told  the  Electric  Club  at  the  Palace 
Hotel. 

"Approval  of  a  compatible  color  system  by 
the  FCC  is  expected  in  from  two  to  six  months. 
Only  then  can  manufacturing  begin,"  he  said. 

"Today,  there  are  26  million  families  owning 
TV  sets,"  he  continued.  "It  is  estimated  that 
there  will  be  between  33  to  34  million  television 
families  by  the  end  of  1954.  In  key  markets,  of 
which  the  Bay  Area  is  a  vital  one,  television 
sales  should  be  close  to  6  million  sets  a  year  by 
the  end  of  1955. 

"Screens  will  be  small — the  sets  themselves 
large  and  prices  high.  Further,  there  will  be 
three  times  the  number  of  parts  in  a  color  TV 
set.  Color  tubes  will  probably  cost  several 
hundred  dollars  apiece  for  some  time."

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Treasury  Dept.  Calls  Attention 

To  Withholding   Exemptions 

The  United  States  Treasury  Department, 
Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue,  addresses  the  fol- 
lowing notice  to  all  employees  under  the  head- 
ing "Are  You  Up-to-Date  On  Your  Withhold- 
ing Exemptions?" 

"Every  payday,  your  employer  uses  your 
Withholding  Exemption  Certificate  (Form 
W-4)  to  determine  how  much  income  tax  to 
deduct  from  your  pay. 

"Therefore,  it  is  important  that  this  certificate 
be  accurate  and  up-to-date  at  all  times.  If  your 
present  certificate  is  correct,  let  it  stand.  If, 
however,  it  is  in  error,  either  because  your  ex- 
emptions have  changed,  or  for  other  reasons, 
get  a  new  certificate  (Form  W-4)  from  your 
employer,  fill  it  out,  and  return  it  to  your  em- 
ployer. If  the  change  affects  this  year's  tax, 
give  him  the  certificate  immediately.  If  the 
change  affects  next  year's  tax,  give  him  the  cer- 
tificate by  December  1  and  tell  him  it  is  to  be 
used  next  year. 

"Usually  your  exemptions  change  when  you 
get  married  or  divorced,  when  a  dependent  is 
born  or  dies,  or  when  you  begin  or  stop  support- 
ing a  dependent. 

"Be  especially  careful  to  avoid  claiming  more 
exemptions  than  the  law  allows  you,  because 
you  may  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  $500.00  and 
a  year's  imprisonment  for  such  false  claims. 
However,  if  you  wish  to  reduce  or  omit  exemp- 
tion claims  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  your 
withholding  to  an  amount  nearer  your  correct 
income  tax,  you  may  do  so. 

"For  forms  and  further  information,  consult 
your  employer  or  the  nearest  office  of  the 
District  Director  of  Internal  Revenue."

The  attention  of  all  principals  and  teachers 
is  invited  to  the  following  Board  regulation: 
"Before  a  certified  employee  who  is  as  a 
result  of  physical  or  mental  disability,  on 
leave  or  absence  or  absent  from  duty  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  thirty  school  days  re- 
turns to  duty,  he  may  be  required  by  the 
Board  of  Education  to  undergo  an  examina- 
tion by  the  physician  employed  by  the  Board 
of  Education  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  fitness  for  service  of  the  certified  em- 
ployee. If  such  employee  is  absent  for  a  period 
of  more  than  thirty  school  days,  before  re- 
turning to  duty  he  shall  be  required  to  be 
examined  by  the  physician  employed  by  the 
Board  of  Education  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
termining the  fitness  for  service  of  the  em- 
ployee. When  such  certificated  employee 
comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Retirement  System  for  medical  care, 
the  recommendation  of  the  physician  em- 
ployed by  the  Retirement  System  shall  be 
conclusive.  No  certificated  employee  shall  be 
returned  to  duty  when  the  report  of  the 
physician  is  adverse."

The  Seventh  University  of  Kentucky  Foreign 
Language  Conference  will  be  held  April  22-24, 
in  Lexington.

For  Cleaner  Highways 

High  School  teenagers  are  being  enlisted  in 
the  campaign  against  littered  roadsides.  This 
development,  which  promises  far-reaching  re- 
sults, is  on  a  nationwide  basis.  The  American 
Automobile  Association  is  urging  the  incorpora- 
tion of  the  message  of  highway  cleanliness  in 
driver  education  programs  all  over  the  United 
States. 

The  idea,  it  is  interesting  to  note,  originated 
with  the  San  Francisco  School  Department 
when  Dr.  Watt  A.  Long,  associate  superintend- 
ent of  instruction,  reported  that  the  city's  high 
school  students  taking  driver  training  courses 
were  being  taught  the  desirability  of  keeping 
highways  free  of  debris.  The  "Keep  Our  High- 
ways Clean"  campaign  was  launched  in  Cali- 
fornia early  this  year.

"The  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Par- 
alysis has  performed  a  monumental  service  in 
aiding  those  afflicted — assuming  costs  of  patient 
care,  sponsoring  extensive  research,  providing 
for  the  recruitment  of  professional  personnel, 
and  supplying  thousands  of  pieces  of  vitally 
needed  equipment. 

"Research  has  brought  us  to  the  threshold  of 
success  in  the  battle  against  polio,  and  our  gen- 
erous support  is  needed  to  help  finance  the  field 
tests  of  a  trial  vaccine  during  the  coming  year. 

"Between  Jan.  2  and  Jan.  31,  1954,  volunteers 
throughout  California  and  the  Nation  will  call 
upon  their  neighbors  to  join  the  fight  against 
polio. 

"It  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  every 
Calif ornian  that  the  1954  campaign  be  an  out- 
standing success.  Therefore,  I,  Goodwin  J. 
Knight,  Governor  of  California,  do  hereby  pro- 
claim the  month  of  January,  1954,  March  of

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Display  of  Unusual  Minerals 
At  Science  Academy 

An  unusual  collection  of  minerals  is  now  on 
display  at  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences, 
according  to  announcement  made  by  Dr.  G. 
Dallas  Hanna,  curator  of  geology  and  admin- 
istrative assistant  to  the  Academy's  director. 

The  new  exhibit  will  consist  of  some  200  dif- 
ferent specimens  chosen  to  suggest  the  variety 
of  crystal  and  color  that  occurs  among  nature's 
chemicals.  Included  are  borates,  calcium  and 
barium  minerals,  silicates,  specimens  of  native 
gold  and  silver,  African  and  California  diamond 
crystals,  a  pigeon-blood  ruby,  and  beryl,  just  to 
mention  a  few. 

The  minerals  were  donated  to  the  Academy 
by  M.  Vonsen,  Petaluma  businessman,  a  Fellow 
of  the  Academy,  and  its  Honorary  Curator  of 
Minerals.  The  specimens  were  carefully  selected 
from  a  far  larger  collection  amassed  by  Vonsen 
over  a  period  of  about  30  years. 

One  of  the  most  spectacular  single  pieces  in 
the  exhibit  is  a  watermelon-shaped  piece  of 
green  jade,  24  inches  long  and  weighing  121 
pounds,  from  Monterey  County.  A  companion 
piece  to  it  is  a  large  specimen  of  rare  blue  jade 
weighing  90  pounds.  During  his  many  years  of 
collecting,  Vonsen  had  never  been  able  to  get  a 
piece  of  blue  jade,  not  even  from  Burma,  where 
it  is  found  occasionally.  About  three  years  ago 
the  90-pound  specimen  was  discovered  in  Marin 
County  about  four  and  one-half  miles  west  of 
Petaluma. 

Another  rare  mineral  in  the  collection  is  teep- 
leite,  a  borate  discovered  in  Borax  Lake  in  Lake 
County,  when  the  lake  went  dry  in  1934.  Ama- 
teur mineral  collectors  may  have  to  wait  a  long 
time  to  collect  specimens  for  themselves  though. 
According  to  Vonsen's  information,  the  last  time 
the  lake  was  completely  dry  prior  to  1934  was 
in  the  1860's. 

An  entire  display  case  is  devoted  to  the  bor- 
ates, which  are  identified  with  the  old  and  pic- 
turesque 20-mule  teams.  In  California  the  min- 
ing of  the  borax  and  other  borates  began  in 
1864  in  Lake  County  and  later  moved  to  the 
larger  deposits  of  the  Death  Valley  and  Mo- 
jave  Desert  regions.  California  now  furnishes 
nine-tenths  of  the  world's  supply.  In  this  section 
of  the  exhibit  is  a  magnesium  iron  borate  named 
Vonsenite  in  honor  of  Vonsen,  found  in  1920. 

Vonsen  became  a  member  of  the  Academy  in 
1931.  His  career  as  a  mineral  collector  dates 
from  the  first  World  War,  a  time  when  the 
government  was  interested  in  finding  new  de- 
posts  of  manganese.  Finding  a  mineral  which 
he  thought  to  be  manganese,  Vonsen  sent  a 
specimen  to  the  division  of  mines  for  identifica- 
tion. Their  reply  was,  "it's  pyrolusite  and  psilo- 
melane,  and  worthy  of  careful  investigation." 
This  didn't  answer  the  question  at  all,  Vonsen 
says.  He  headed  immediately  for  the  nearest 
library.  The  books  on  minerals  revealed  that  he 
had  found  manganese,  and  they  also  captured 


Prep   Football   Statistics 

For  Last  Season  Announced 

High  school  football  in  San  Francisco  last  fall 
attracted  99,006  paying  spectators  to  forty 
games,  including  the  season  opening  pageant, 
according  to  the  official  AAA  financial  report 
released  by  Athletic  Coordinator  George  Can- 
rinus  yesterday. 

While  the  gate  was  down  from  the  101,604 
of  the  previous  year,  gross  receipts  of  $42,170 
represented  an  increase  over  the  1952  figure  of 
$40,984.  Larger  adult  attendance  at  the  pageant 
and  playoff  final  accounted  for  the  increase  in 
receipts. 

Top  attractions  were  the  pageant  (20,936 
spectators,  $9,746  gross  receipts),  the  Poly-Bal- 
boa championship  playoff  final  (14,701  for  $10,- 
003),  the  Washington-Lincoln  game  (3,554  for 
$1,174)  and  the  Poly-Lowell  game  (3,071  for 
$1,186). 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years,  Poly  failed 
to  make  the  most  money.  Balboa,  only  school 
to  net  more  than  $5,000,  made  almost  $1,000 
more  than  the  champion  Parrots.

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U.C.'s   New  'Inquiry' 
Is  Educational  Video 

The  Berkeley  campus  of  the  University  of 
California  will  enter  the  educational  television 
field  with  a  new  series  of  programs,  to  be  called 
"Inquiry,"  which  will  be  presented  in  co-opera- 
tion with  Station  KPIX,  Channel  5  in  San 
Francisco,  Sunday  afternoons  starting  January 
24. 

Announcement  of  the  experimental  series  of 
13  half-hour  programs,  which  will  be  filmed, 
was  made  by  Chancellor  Clark  Kerr. 

"Inquiry"  will  explore  the  various  fields  of 
knowledge  represented  on  the  .Berkeley  and  San 
Francisco  campuses  of  the  University,  with 
faculty  members  from  the  arts  and  sciences  par- 
ticipating. A  semi-documentary  format  will  be 
employed,  consisting  of  dramatic  illustrations  of 
problem  areas,  followed  by  discussions  among  a 
panel  composed  of  professors  and  researchers. 

"The  Age  of  Struggle"  is  the  title  of  the  first 
program,  dealing  with  problems  of  adolescence 
as  viewed  by  psychologists,  with  staff  members 
from  the  Institute  of  Child  Welfare  at  Berkeley 
featured  in  the  discussion.  Subsequent  "In- 
quiry" telecasts  will  investigate  aspects  of  archi- 
tecture, art,  botany,  cancer  research,  crimin- 
ology, juvenile  delinquency,  industrial  relations, 
and  problems  of  old  age. 

The  University's  Berkeley  campus  has  been 
active  in  educational  television  since  1951  when 
it  presented  a  series  called  "Operation  Educa- 
tion." In  January  1952,  University  Extension 
sponsored  a  course  in  child  psychology,  the  first 
television  course  to  be  given  for  formal  credit 
on  the  West  Coast.  In  May  -  June  1952,  the 
"California  Notebook"  programs  dramatized 
historical  incidents  based  upon  materials  in  the 
Bancroft  Library. 

Commenting  on  the  significance  of  the  new 
series  of  programs,  Chancellor  Clark  Kerr  said 
they  represent  "an  effort  to  experiment  with 
educational  television  and  to  discover  its  pos- 
sibilities and  limitations."

Declaration  of   Estimated 
Income  Tax  for  1954  Required 

A  declaration  must  be  filed  on  or  before 
March  15,  1954,  by  every  citizen  or  resident 
of  the  United  States  who  expects  to  receive  in 
1954:  Either— 

(a)  Wages  subject  to  withholding  which  are 
in  excess  of  $4500  for  a  single  person  with  no 
dependents;  or,  wages  subject  to  withholding 
which  are  in  excess  of  $9000  for  persons  filing 
joint  returns  under  the  California  Community 
Property  Law.  To  either  of  the  above  examples 
add  $600  for  the  exemption. 

(b)  Combined  gross  income  from  sources 
other  than  wages  in  excess  of  $100,  provided 
the  total  income  is  expected  to  amount  to  $600, 
or  more,  for  a  single  person;  or,  income  from 
all  other  sources  in  excess  of  $200,  provided 
the  total  income  is  expected  to  amount  to 
$  1 200,  or  more,  under  community  income  priv- 
ileges.

George  Washington  High  School 

The  Board  of  Admissions  and  Relations  With 
Schools  at  the  University  of  California  has  noti- 
fied O.  I.  Schmaelzle,  principal,  that  George 
Washington  High  School  has  again  been  given 
the  Award  of  Merit. 

To  recognize  those  high  schools  which  have 
been  notably  successful  in  preparing  students  to 
succeed  in  academic  endeavors  at  the  University 
of  California,  the  Board  of  Admissions  and 
Relations  with  Schools  annually  authorizes  the 
Office  of  Relations  with  Schools  to  present  an 
Award  of  Merit  to  that  school  whose  graduates 
earned  the  highest  group  grade  point  average 
during  the  first  semester  of  resident  study. 
Records  of  both  the  fall  and  spring  semester 
entrants  from  a  high  school  are  included  in 
computing  this  grade  point  average.  No  awards 
have  been  made  to  schools  whose  group  averages 
were  below  1.50.  The  certificate  of  Award  bears 
the  Great  Gold  Seal  of  the  University,  the  sig- 
nature of  President  Sproul,  and  the  names  of  the 
graduates  who  earned  for  their  high  school  this 
high  honor.  It  is  a  document  suitable  for  fram- 
ing and  might  be  displayed  with  pride,  as  are 
the  cups  earned  by  athletes  of  our  schools. 

In  the  last  four  years,  George  Washington 
High  School  has  won  the  Award  of  Merit  three 
times.  In  1949-50  it  won  first  place  with  a  group 
average  of  1.71.  In  1950-51  this  high  school  was 
second  with  a  group  average  of  1.66,  having  lost 
first  place  by  .02  of  a  point.  In  1951-52  the 
graduates  of  George  Washington  High  School 
made  the  amazing  average  of  1.80,  an  achieve- 
ment which  not  only  gave  this  school  first  place 
but  also  broke  the  record  of  1.78  established  by 
Berkeley  High  School  in  1944.  In  the  year  just 
passed,  1952-53,  Washington  again  placed  first 
with  an  average  of  1.71.

Student  Exhibits  Stress 
Communication  of   ideas 

What  might  have  been  a  routine  classroom 
project  in  the  School  of  Librarianship  on  the 
Berkeley  campus,  University  of  California,  has 
developed  into  a  valuable  demonstration  of  the 
importance  of  displays  in  communicating  ideas, 
according  to  Irving  Lieberman,  research  asso- 
ciate at  the  library  school. 

To  obtain  practical  experience  in  setting  up 
effective  displays,  student  librarians  in  a  course 
on  "The  Communication  of  Ideas"  were  as- 
signed the  task  of  designing  exhibits  based  upon 
topics  discussed  during  the  semester.  The  pro- 
ject generated  so  much  enthusiasm,  Lieberman 
reports,  that  the  result  was  a  striking  and  im- 
aginative series  of  exhibits  depicting  the  various 
media  of  communication,  from  early  libraries 
and  the  invention  of  printing  to  the  motion 
picture  and  television.  One  display  on  "The 
Fourth  Estate"  treats  the  book-burning  issue, 
vividly  depicting  charred  pages  of  great  classics. 
Five  of  the  original  ten  displays  will  remain  on 
exhibition  through  the  month  of  January  in  the 
library  school.  Colored  and  black-and-white 
slides  and  reproductions  were  made  of  all  ex- 
hibits for  reference  by  future  classes. 

The  experiment  was  introduced  into  "The 
Communications  of  Ideas"  course  as  part  of  a 
two-year  audio-visualproject  extending  through 
June  1954  at  the  School  of  Librarianship,  sup- 
ported by  a  grant  from  the  Carnegie  Corpora- 
tion of  New  York.  Purpose  of  the  project,  which 
Lieberman  directs,  is  to  isolate,  identify,  and 
develop  the  content  which  should  be  taught  to 
the  first-year  library  school  student  to  enable 
him  to  promote,  acquire,  organize,  and  admin- 
ister collections  of  audio-visual  materials.

Women.  In  addition  to  the  offerings  in  educa- 
tion, the  humanities,  and  the  arts  and  sciences 
by  the  universities  and  colleges,  the  courses 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  the  San  Francisco  State  Col- 
lege, and  the  San  Francisco  College  for  Women 
are  given. 

The  jointly  sponsored  courses  were  designed 
to  give  specific  attention  to  curriculum  prob- 
lems in  the  schools  and  are  therefore  of  im- 
mediate value  in  their  application  to  classroom 


teaching.  Furthermore,  all  of  the  offerings  listed 
in  this  bulletin  will  provide  teachers  with  an 
opportunity  to  pursue  a  program  of  professional 
growth  and  at  the  same  time  earn  valid  salary 
increment  credits. 

Registration  in  any  of  the  courses  listed  in 
this  bulletin  is  optional.  Teachers  should  refer 
to  the  salary  policy  of  the  Board  of  Education 
for  specific  limitations  on  the  number  of  courses 
which  may  be  carried  by  the  teacher  in  any  one 
semester  or  school  year.  Since  enrollment  in 
some  classes  will  be  limited,  registration  should 
be  prompt  and  final. 

All  teachers  who  enroll  for  university,  college 
or  non-college  courses  must  have  their  study 
programs  approved  by  the  coordinator  of 
salaries,  Dr.  Lester  R.  Steig.  The  study  program 
applications  are  available  in  all  schools. 


Jointly  Sponsored   Courses 


The  jointly  sponsored  courses  will  carry  uni- 
versity and  college  undergraduate  credit,  and 
in  some  instances  graduate  credit.  All  jointly 
sponsored  courses  may  be  taken  for  inservice 
and  salary  classification  credit.  Enrollment  for 
non-college  credit  does  not  require  any  registra- 
tion fee.  University  and  college  credit  may  be 
earned  by  registration  for  university  or  college 
credit,  paying  the  prescribed  fee  of  the  univer- 
sity or  college  giving  the  course  and  fulfilling 


all  of  the  work  and  attendance  requirements  of 
the  university  or  college.  Salary  increment 
credits  may  be  earned  by  registering  for  non- 
college  credit.  All  members  of  the  certificated 
staff  who  register  for  non-college  credit  are 
required  to  fulfill  the  same  work  and  attendance 
requirements  as  are  required  of  students  in  the 
same  course  who  are  taking  the  work  for  uni- 
versity or  college  credit.

Bicycle  Owners   Urged  to 
Procure   Licenses   Now 

The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  an- 
nounced today  that  bicycle  licenses  for  the  year 
1954  are  now  due  and  payable.  These  licenses 
cost  fifty  cents  (500)  per  year  and  are  procur- 
able at  the  Tax  Collector's  Office,  Room  105. 
City  Hall. 

Police  officers  are  authorized  to  cite  to  court 
the  owner  of  any  bicycle  that  may  be  found 
being  operated  on  the  streets  of  San  Francisco 
without  proper  license;  also,  the  bicycle  may  be 
impounded  and  any  expense  incurred  shall  con- 
stitute a  lien  against  such  bicycle. 

Licensing  of  a  bicycle  affords  the  owner 
greater  protection  in  the  event  the  bicycle  is 
lost  or  stolen  and  renders  the  illicit  sale  of 
stolen  bicycles  much  more  difficult  of  achieve- 
ment. Since  the  inauguration  of  bicycle  licens- 
ing in  this  city,  thefts  have  been  held  to  a  mini- 
mum and  recoveries  of  stolen  bicycles  have  been 
increased  by  eighty  (80%)  per  cent.

The  principal  of  each  school  will  send  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  not  later  than  February 
19,  1954,  the  complete  enrollment  by  classes  as 
of  February  17,  1954,  on  the  class  list  forms 
supplied  by  the  Bureau.  (Please  notify  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  or  your  Supervisor  of  At- 
tendance the  number  of  class  list  forms  you  will 
need.) 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and  type  or  write 
plainly  in  ink.  Do  not  use  nicknames.  If  a 
teacher  has  more  than  one  grade,  list  separately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  give 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the 
street  address;  also  both  American  and  Chinese 
names.  List  complete  addresses  for  children  liv- 
ing in  projects — building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers.  For  children  living  in  apart- 
ment houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels,  list 
apartment  or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils  who  actually 
have  been  in  attendance  at  some  time  since 
February  3,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transferred  or  who  have  left  without  trans- 
fer before  February  17.  Add  to  the  list  and  star 
the  names  of  any  pupils  who  have  not  been  in 
attendance  during  this  period  but  who  had 
registered  previously  and  whose  absence  because 
of  sickness  have  been  verified.  In  order  to  keep 
records  correct,  any  child  who  returns  to  school 
after  February  17th,  or  enters  after  that  date, 
should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
at  once  either  by  transfer,  if  he  has  one,  or  by 
an  Entered  Without  Transfer  slip. 


Birth  dare  Data  Required 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  are  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  Registration 
of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new  pupils  entering  San 
Francisco  schools  for  the  first  time  and  for  all 
pupils  entering  kindergarten.  If  parent  does  not 
fill  out  one  of  these,  the  teacher  should  prepare 
the  blank  from  data  on  the  permanent  card. 
Only  in  this  way  will  it  be  possible  for  the 
Bureau  to  make  its  check  of  ages. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the 
number  of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and 
date  of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed 
statement  that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth 
certificate.  If  no  birth  certificate  is  obtainable,  a 
hospital  certificate  may  be  used  instead.  If  such 
birth  verification  is  not  readily  available,  how- 
ever, Registration  of  Minor  blanks  are  not  to  be 
delayed  but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the 
kindergarten  his  birthdate  must  be  not  later 
than  May  2,  1949.  All  entrants  to  the  first  grade 
must  have  been  born  on  or  before  May  2,  1948. 


Left   Without   Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors  of 
Attendance,  not  later  than  February  19th,  a 
Left  Without  Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who 
was  on  the  school  roll  on  January  29th,  but 
who  has  not  registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave 
school  for  any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer 
to  another  school  should  be  immediately  re- 
ported to  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  as  Left 
Without  Transfer.  Before  reporting  these  pupils 
as  Left  Without  Transfer  they  should  be 
checked  as  carefully  as  possible  by  the  school, 
and  when  reported  the  Left  Without  Transfer 
should  have  as  much  information  as  possible  for 
the  Supervisor  of  Attendance.

Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations,  Superintendent 
Herbert  C.  Clish  calls  attention  to  the  following 
regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education 
at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the 
Board  of  Education  shall  have  complete  free- 
dom in  selecting  the  professional  organizations 
which  they  may  wish  to  join,  without  coercion 
of  any  kind  from  any  administrative  office  or 
other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be 
fully  and  unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher 
organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or 
other  school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher 
to  join  or  refrain  from  joining  any  organization 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call 
attention  to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each 
school  term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Super- 
intendent's Bulletin.

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Children's  Art  Show  to  be 
Held  at  the  de  Young  Museum 

San  Francisco's  Young  Children's  Art  Show 
— "the  most  significant  art  event  of  the  year" — 
is  coming  to  the  de  Young  Museum  for  a 
month-long  stay  beginning  in  mid-March,  Mrs. 
David  D.  Farr,  founder  and  director  of  the 
program,  announced  today. 

Throughout  the  city,  teachers  in  public 
schools  are  now  collecting  the  work  of  pre-teen 
students  for  the  judging  February  12  of  this 
year's  "Fifth  Annual." 

Private  and  parochial  schools  and  individ- 
uals will  be  able  to  submit  art  work  directly  to 
the  museum  February  1  through  6,  10:00  a.m. 
to  5:00  p.m.  Public  school  students  are  urged 
to  submit  their  entries  through  their  teachers. 

The  huge  show,  biggest  of  its  type  in  the 
country,  on  two  previous  occasions  was  seen  by 
more  than  120,000  children  and  adults.  The 
Young  Children's  Art  Show  is  sponsored  jointly 
by  The  San  Francisco  News  and  the  Junior 
Committee  of  the  de  Young  Museum.  It  is  pre- 
sented with  the  co-operation  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Board  of  Education  and  the  de  Young 
Museum. 

The  organizing  committee  of  the  current 
show  includes  Mrs.  Farr,  an  art  educator; 
Archie  Wedemeyer,  director  of  art  education, 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education;  Dr.  Susan 
B.  Irwin,  supervisor  of  art  education  for  the 
city  school  system;  and  Martin  Metal,  Bay  Area 
exhibit  designer. 

Directors  of  the  show  expect  that  thousands 
of  paintings  and  three-dimensional  art  will  be 
submitted,  but  this  year's  plans  call  for  limita- 
tion of  the  exhibit  to  about  400  paintings.  More 
than  600  paintings  were  hung  at  the  last  show. 

Metal,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  erection 
of  previous  shows,  pointed  out  regretfully,  even 
after  omitting  works  below  standard,  we  wi" 
receive  six  times  as  much  of  acceptable  quality 
as  can  be  used  from  the  spectator  point  of  view. 
We  must  limit  the  size  of  the  show,  or  we  defeat 
our  own  purpose." 

The  series  of  Young  Children's  Art  Shows, 
entitled,  "Into  a  Child's  World,"  have  sought  to 
explain  how  art  is  one  of  the  most  important 
factors  in  the  growth  of  a  young  child. 

The  exhibits  have  displayed  works  of  children 
from  preschool  through  12  years.  Practically 
every  form  of  art  is  acceptable,  if  it  is  the  child's 
own  creative  work. 

Media  have  included  wood,  ceramics,  cut 
paper,  papier  mache,  clay,  plaster,  dioramas, 
block  printing,  wood. 

Work  brought  directly  to  the  museum  should 
have  the  following  information  attached:  child's 
name,  school,  title  of  work  (in  child's  own 
words),  address,  telephone,  and  disposition  of 
the  work  if  it  is  not  accepted  by  the  judges.

George  Washington  High  School 
Chemistry  Department  Recognized 

The  December  7,  1953,  issue  of  the  "Chem- 
ical and  Engineering  News"  has  printed  the 
speech  that  Dr.  Joel  Hildebrand  presented  when 
he  accepted  the  "Willard  Gibbs  Medal,"  the 
highest  honor  the  American  Chemical  Society 
bestows  on  one  of  its  members.  The  Chemistry 
department  of  George  Washington  High  School 
was  recognized  for  its  outstanding  work  in  the 
speech. 

Dr.  Hildebrand,  former  dean  of  the  College 
of  Chemistry,  University  of  California,  and  now 
President  of  the  American  Chemical  Society 
made  this  statement  in  his  speech:  "A  school 
administration  which  fails  to  provide  good 
teaching  in  all  subjects  basic  to  University 
studies  deserves  censure  for  not  doing  its  part 
in  providing  the  nation  with  competent  pro- 
fessional men  and  women." 

He  went  on  to  state,  "In  studying  the  record 
of  high  schools,  I  have  found  wide  differences. 
The  graduates  of  one  large  school  in  a  certain 
year  were  so  well  prepared  for  our  freshmen 
chemistry  that  58%  of  them  received  A  and  B 
grades  and  only  2%  received  grades  lower  than 
C.  But  of  those  from  another  high  school  only 
20%  earned  A  and  B  grades  and  32%  received 
grades  below  C."  Dr.  Hildebrand  further  stated 
that  differences  like  these  occur  year  after  year. 

The  address  delivered  before  a  large  gather- 
ing of  the  nation's  most  eminent  chemists  in 
Chicago  and  also  broadcast  on  a  national  hook- 
up, was  especially  important,  however,  because 
it  mentioned  the  work  of  a  San  Francisco  high 
school.  In  the  fall  semester  of  1952,  he  indicated 
in  his  speech.  "George  Washington  Senior  High 
School  in  San  Francisco  sent  us,  in  Chemistry, 
24  freshmen  students  so  well  prepared  that  at 
the  end  of  the  semester  9  of  them  earned  A,  12 
earned  B  and  the  other  3  received  C." 

During  the  time  referred  to  by  Dr.  Hilde- 
brand, Miss  Edith  Silberstein,  (now  retired) 
was  Head  of  the  Science  Department  at  George 
Washington  High  School.  The  other  chemistry 
teacher  during  this  time  was  Cecil  J.  Carroll.

It  is  hoped  to  complete  the  resource  units  that 
were  begun  last  year  to  offer  them  for  experimental 
use.  It  is  hoped  to  interest  sufficient  teachers  in  this 
project  especially  those  who  desired  inservice  credit 
only,  rather  than  college  credit.

Nourse  has  commanded  the  respect  and  admir- 
ation of  both  parents  and  pupils  in  San  Fran- 
cisco since  he  entered  the  schools  here  as  a 
regular  teacher.  Mr.  Nourse  was  first  invited 
to  join  San  Francisco's  School  System  in  1901 
to  teach  Latin  and  Greek  at  Lowell  High 
School.  Eight  years  later  he  was  appointed 
head  of  the  classical  languages  department 
there. 

His  interest  in  military  training  having  been

Teachers  of  English  Conference 

The  Curriculum  Commission  of  the  Central 
Section  of  the  California  Association  of  Teach- 
ers of  English  is  again  sponsoring  a  series  of 
regional  conferences  for  teachers  of  English. 
This  year  the  conference  for  the  Bay  area  and 
the  Contra  Costa,  Alameda,  Marin,  Solano  and 
Sonoma  areas  will  be  held  at  Las  Lomas  High 
School  in  Walnut  Creek  on  Saturday,  March 
27. 

The  purpose  of  the  conference  is  to  deal  with 
problems  in  the  teaching  of  English,  to  dis- 
seminate more  widely  information  about  im- 
proved methods,  about  recent  changes  in  em- 
phases in  the  curriculum,  and  about  new 
materials  available.  The  sharp  rise  in  school 
population  and  the  increasing  public  criticism 
of  English  instruction  point  to  the  need  for 
administrators  and  English  teachers  coopera- 
tively to  re-assess  present  problems  and  prac- 
tices.

organized  the  Lowell  unit  of  the  High  School 
Cadets  in  1915,  and  two  years  later  was  invited 
to  command  the  entire  San  Francisco  organiza- 
tion of  cadets. 

With,  his  return  to  school  duty  after  the 
Armistice  ended  his  service  with  the  Officers' 
Training  Camp  at  the  Presidio  here,  Mr. 
Nourse  believed  the  time  had  come  to  organize 
an  R.O.T.C.  unit  in  the  San  Francisco  high 
schools.  In  1919  his  request,  sanctioned  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  to  the  War  Department 
was  granted,  as  well  as  a  further  request  for  a 
regular  army  officer  as  director.  Major  Winfield 
S.  Overton  was  detailed  to  the  command,  and 
together,  Mr.  Nourse  and  Major  Overton  or- 
ganized San  Francisco's  R.O.T.C.  with  the 
High  School  Cadets  as  a  nucleus. 

At  this  time  Mr.  Nourse  wished  to  return  to 
his  chosen  field  as  a  teacher,  and  asked  —  his 
only  personal  request  for  appointment  —  to  be 
sent  to  Humboldt  Evening  High  School  where 
he  gained  valuable  experience  with  evening 
high  schools  and  the  field  of  adult  education. 

Mr.  Nourse's  fourth  proffered  appointment 
was  to  the  High  School  of  Commerce  as  vice- 
principal,  where  he  remained  until  September, 
1920,  when  he  was  named  principal  of  Poly- 
technic High  School  during  James  E.  Addicott's 
absence. 

With  Mr.  Addicott's  return,  Mr.  Nourse  was 
immediately  asked  by  the  Board  of  Education 
to  become  principal  and  organizer  of  the  pro- 
posed  Galileo  High  School,  which  opened   in 


1921  in  the  old  Red  Cross  Buildings  in  the  Civic 
Center. 

Mr.  Nourse  was  born  and  received  his  early 
education  in  Academia,  Pennsylvania.  Coming 
to  Santa  Ana,  California,  with  his  family  as  a 
boy,  he  was  graduated  from  Santa  Ana  High 
School,  and  then  attended  Stanford  University, 
where  he  received  his  degree  in  1897. 

He  returned  to  Santa  Ana  to  teach  three 
years,  and  then  went  to  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia to  study  Greek  preparatory  to  joining 
the  American  School  of  Classical  Studies  in 
Athens.  It  was  while  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia that  Mr.  Nourse  was  given  his  first  ap- 
pointment by  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
and  made  his  first  decision  in  favor  of  teaching 
young  people  rather  than  studying  ancient 
customs. 

He  served  as  president  of  both  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Teachers'  Association  and  of  the  San 
Francisco  Principals'  Association.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Affiliations  Committee  of  the 
California  Secondary  School  Principals'  Asso- 
ciation. 

In  addition  to  his  wife  Minnie,  Mr.  Nourse  is 
survived  by  three  children:  Colonel  Robert  S. 
Nourse,  now  with  the  Army  in  Panama;  Mrs. 
Frank  Goodell  of  Fort  Sill.  Oklahoma,  and 
Joan  Nourse  of  San  Francisco;  two  brothers: 
Bayard  Nourse  of  Oakland,  and  Justice  John  T. 
Nourse  of  the  State  District  Court  of  Appeal; 
and  four  grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  last  Thursday  at 
N.  Gray  &  Co.,  Divisadero  and  Post  streets. 


German  Educator  Visits  Lincoln  High 

Another  way  of  life,  the  educational  program 
offered  today's  German  teen-agers,  was  de- 
scribed to  curious  Lincoln  High  students  last 
week  by  a  visiting  German  educator,  Dr.  Otto 
Joerder,  headmaster  of  Ludwig  Gymnasium  in 
Baden-Baden. 

Questioning  Dr.  Joerder,  Lincolnites  learned 
that  the  teachers  and  students  at  the  Gymnas- 
ium, a  boys'  school  covering  the  high  school 
and  junior  college  levels,  are,  in  the  words  of 
Dr.  Joerder,  "learning  together"  about  student 
government,  a  new  innovation  there. 

Students  at  the  Gymnasium  average  a  mini- 
mum of  three  hours  homework  nightly  follow- 
ing a  five  hour  school  day. 

In  Dr.  Joerder's  opinion  the  greatest  differ- 
ence between  American  schools  and  those  in 
Germany  is  the  number  of  electives  offered  stu- 
dents here;  in  Germany  all  subjects  are  com- 
pulsory. 

Lincolnites  enjoyed  meeting  Dr.  Joerder; 
particularly  proud  grins  greeted  his  statement, 
"I  have  always  heard  about  San  Francisco's 
Lincoln  and  Washington  High  Schools."

It  will  be  necessary  for  all  teachers  to  file 
transcripts  with  the  office  of  the  salary  coordin- 
ator for  work  taken  at  institutions  of  higher 
learning.  All  transcripts  for  non-college  courses 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  salary  evaluation  office 
by  the  individual  instructors  or  the  institutions 
co-sponsoring  the  courses.  Red  Cross  certificates 
for  Red  Cross  first  aid  courses  must  be  forward- 
ed by  the  individual  teachers.  Duplicate  copies 
have  been  provided  by  the  American  Red  Cross 
in  order  to  meet  this  requirement. 

Transcripts  for  courses  completed  during  the 
Fall  semester  or  Fall  and  Winter  quarters 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  evaluation  office  not 
later  than  June  30,  in  order  to  qualify  for  classi- 
fication purposes  beginning  with  the  new  school 
year.

Washington  Grads  Rate  High 

Last  month  (February)  high  school  gradu- 
ates planning  to  attend  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia were  required  to  take  the  English  Subject 
A  examination.  Several  hundred  students  from 
many  high  schools  over  the  state  took  the  ex- 
amination. The  report  just  released  shows  that 
of  all  who  took  the  Subject  A  examination, 
45.1%  passed  the  examination  —  while  54.9% 
failed.  Those  who  failed  will  be  required  to  take 
a  special  English  Grammar  Course,  without 
credit,  in  their  freshman  year  while  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California. 

George  Washington  High  School  had  thirteen 
graduates  who  took  the  examination.  Ten  grad- 
uates (or  77%)  passed,  while  only  three  stu- 
dents (or  23%)  failed.  This  record  is  far  above 
the  university  average.  Credit  for  this  fine 
record  should  be  given  to  the  George  Washing- 
ton High  School  teachers  of  English.

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Annual    Inspection   of 
School   Buildings 

Each  year  during  the  Spring  Semester  an 
examination  of  existing  school  plants  is  made 
by  engineers  representing  the  interested  fire 
insurance  companies,  and  a  detailed  report  of 
any  fire  hazards  that  may  be  noted  is  submitted 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Most  conditions  can  be  remedied  by  better 
"housekeeping"  and  principals  and  janitors  are 
directed  to  examine  their  buildings  carefully  to 
discover  possible  rule  violations  and  to  apply 
remedial  measures  at  once. 

Principals  will  please  instruct  janitors  to 
check  on  the  following  and  make  written  report 
to  the  assistant  superintendent  in  charge  or 
buildings  and  grounds  on  the  result: 

1.  Only  15  amp.  fuses  should  be  used  on  lighting 

circuits. 
Only   20   amp.   fuses  should  be   used   on  plug 

circuits. 
No  "jumpers"  permitted  in  any  fuse  blocks. 
B&G   Requisition   should   be   issued   to   correct 

any  circuit  overload. 

2.  Foot-warmers   and    enclosed   radiators   in   cor- 

ridors to  be  cleaned  thoroughly  at  least  once 
each  month. 

3.  Tight-fitting    covers    must    be    kept    on    drums 

containing  sweeping  compound. 

4.  The  accumulation  of  old  paper,  properties  con- 

structed of  paper,  and  other  similar  materials 
constituting  fire  hazards  is  forbidden  in  all 
parts  of  all  school  buildings. 

5.  The  use  of  plenum  chambers  and  boiler  rooms 

as  storage  spaces  for  lumber,  etc.  is  forbidden. 
Children  are  not  allowed  to  enter  these 
rooms.  No  ladders,  scenery,  stage  props  or 
any  other  material  are  to  be  placed  in  pass- 
ageways or  exits. 

6.  Oily  rags  or  waste  and  other  similar  causes  of 

spontaneous  combustion  should  be  placed  in 
tightly  covered  metal  trash  cans.  Suitable 
self-closing  cans  have  been  ordered  for  the 
boiler  rooms  of  all  schools  previously  men- 
tioned in  the  report. 

7.  Cover    should    be    kept    over    hatches    to    attic 

spaces.  All  attic  smoke  doors  should  be  kept 
closed  and  latched. 

8.  Extension  cords  for  lights  in  attic  spaces,  store- 

rooms, etc.  should  be  replaced  by  wire  in 
conduit  or  their  use  discontinued.  B&G 
requisition  should  be  issued  to  replace  exist- 
ing temporary  wiring  with  permanent  install- 
ation. 

9.  Auto-call  and  other  fire  alarm  systems  should 

be  kept  in  order  at  all  times  for  instant  use 
by  pupils  or  teachers. 
10.    Inflammable  solvents  as  alcohol,  paint  thinners,

Death  Takes  T.  J.  Kennedy 

Funeral  services  were  held  last  Monday  for 
Thomas  J.  Kennedy,  retired  bandmaster-in-chief 
of  the  United  States  Navy,  who  died  March  1 1 
at  his  home,  2561  Chestnut  street,  after  a  long 
illness.  He  was  77. 

A  native  of  New  York  city,  Mr.  Kennedy 
came  to  the  Bay  Area  55  years  ago. 

His  Navy  career  began  in  1896,  when  he  was 
assigned  as  an  "apprentice  boy"  aboard  the  In- 
dependence, the  last  of  the  old  sailing  warships. 
A  Navy  musician  throughout  his  29  years  in  the 
service,  he  was  a  veteran  of  the  Spanish-Ameri- 
can War,  the  Boxer  Rebellion,  the  Mexican  cam- 
paign and  World  War  I. 

As  bandmaster-in-chief  of  the  Navy,  he  organ- 
ized the  Bandmaster  School  at  Norfolk,  Va.,  and 
later  headed  the  training  station  for  musicians  on 
Yerba  Buena  Island  until  his  retirement  in  1925. 

From  1925  to  1947,  Mr.  Kennedy  lived  in 
San  Francisco  and  headed  the  Reserve  Officer 
Training  Corps  bands  in  this  area. 

He  was  a  member  of  Local  6  of  the  AFL 
Musicians  Union;  Nelson  A.  Miles  Camp  No.  10, 
U.S.W.V.;  C.  C.  Thomas  Navy  Post  No.  244, 
American  Legion;  the  Golden  Wedding  Club 
and  the  Retired  Teachers  Association.

The  dedication  of  the  new  two  and  a  half 
million  dollar  classroom  and  library  building  at 
City  College  of  San  Francisco  officially  named

In  the  presence  of  leading  civic  dignitaries 
His  Honor,  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson,  last 
Tuesday,  issued  the  following  proclamation 
calling  attention  to  the  Thirty-fifth  Annual 
Observance  of  Public  Schools  Week: 

"WHEREAS,  Public  education  has  been  syn- 
onymous with  freedom  ever  since  our  earliest 
colonial  times;  and 

"WHEREAS,  When  our  California  fore- 
fathers drew  up  the  state's  constitution  in  1849, 
provision  for  a  system  of  public  schools  was 
written  into  that  document;  and 

"WHEREAS,  When  the  system  of  public  ed- 
ucation was  inaugurated  under  the  provisions 
of  this  constitution,  San  Francisco  was  the  first 
city  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  of- 
fered; and 

"WHEREAS,  It  has  long  been  recognized 
that  education  is  basic  to  the  maintenance  of 
man's  freedom  and  the  history  of  our  Republic 
is  proof  that  our  schools  have  done  and  are 
doing  effective  work  to  prepare  our  youth  for 
citizenship  responsibilities: 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  Elmer  E.  Robin- 
son, Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  do  hereby  proclaim  that  the  week  of 
April  26  through  May  1,  1954  shall  be  known 
as  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  Week,  and  I 
invite  and  urge  our  people  to  visit  at  least  one 
or  more  schools  during  that  week.  I  urge  our 
teachers,  parents  and  others  to  utilize  this  occa- 
sion for  the  development  of  closer  cooperation 
between  themselves  for  the  welfare  of  our  public 
education  system.  .  .  ."

Members  of  private  industry  and  many  gov- 
ernmental agencies  have  long  believed  that 
some  form  of  social  recreation,  outside  the  nor- 
mal working  day,  is  invaluable  in  establishing 
better  morale  and  friendly  relationships.

For  the  twentieth  time  in  twenty-five  semesters 
of  Associated  Collegiate  Press  membership  the 
City  College  of  San  Francisco  Associated  Student 
newspaper  The  Guardsman,  has  received  the  top 
national  ranking,  All-Amencan,  in  the  two  year 
college  publications  field.  The  award  was  given 
for  the  tall  1953  semester  volume. 

Notification  of  the  rating  was  received  at  the 
college  recently  from  ACP  headquarters  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota  where  a  group  of 
judges,  professional  newsmen,  went  over  the 
issues  of  college  papers  entered  in  competition 
from  throughout  the  nation. 

These  judges  rated  publications  according  to 
a  strict  scoring  system  which  covered  every  con- 
ceivable phase  of  a  college  newspaper  as  to  cov- 
erage, style  and  treatment  for  each  field;  policy, 
news,  feature,  sports,  editorial,  column,  printing, 
makeup,  typography  which  were  judged  separ- 
ately as  either  poor,  weak,  fair,  good,  very  good, 
excellent,  or  superior  in  comparison  with  all 
papers. 

The  scores  for  each  of  these  sections  were 
added  and  from  the  overall  total  publications 
were  rated  as  All-American,  First  Class,  Second 
Class,  Third  Class,  or  Fourth  Class. 

Of  all  the  two  year  college  weekly  newspapers 
scored  six  received  All-American  rating,  the 
number  one  award.

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School  Safety  Patrol   Review  at  Kezar  Stadium — June  2 

Public  support  of  the  School  Safety  Patrol 
should  be  demonstrated  at  the  Patrol's  annual 
parade  and  review  in  Kezar  Stadium  Wendes- 
day  afternoon,  June  2,  said  Dr.  Herbert  C. 
Clish,  superintendent  of  schools,  in  a  statement 
urging  parents,  relatives  and  friends  to  attend 
the  colorful  event.  Emphasizing  that  a  big  at- 
tendance will  encourage  the  4,500  boys  and 
girls  who  give  up  their  playtime  to  protect  some 
600  street  crossings  near  131  schools  in  the  city, 
Dr.  Clish  said: 

"To  be  able  to  re- 
port that  death  has 
failed  to  strike  a  single 
child  at  a  Patrol- 
guarded  crossing  in 
the  thirty  -  one  years 
since  the  School  Safe- 
ty Patrol  has  been 
organized  is,  indeed,  a 
remarkable  record. 
The  schools  of  San 
Francisco  are  right- 
fully proud  of  and 
truly  grateful  for  this 
accomplishment.  How- 
ever, it  could  not  have 
been  achieved  without 
the  whole-hearted  sup- 
port given  by  motor  vehicle  operators  to  the 
volunteer  boys  and  girls  who  daily  stand  on  the 
curb  protecting  classmates  from  hazards  en- 
countered in  crossing  streets  and  highways. 

"Undoubtedly  tragedy  would  cloud  scores  of 
homes  and  many  schools  in  our  city  were  it  not 
for  this  splendid  cooperation  between  drivers 
and  School  Patrol  members.  I  sincerely  urge 
that  this  cooperation  be  augmented  to  the  up- 
most, for  even  the  two  fatalities  among  our 
school-age  citizens  at  unguarded  street  cross- 
ings last  year  were  far  too  many.  Our  accident- 
prevention  alertness  must  be  intensified  until 
San  Francisco  can  report  year  after  year  that 
not  one  school-age  child  has  been  killed  in  a 
traffic  accident  at  any  time.

The  Mills  College  Summer  Session  program 
in  Child  Development  will  be  held  from  June

Under  date  of  May  25,  the  Superintendent 
issued  the  following  memorandum  for  the  infor- 
mation of  all  noncertificated  employees: 

Under  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance, 
as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  cover 
the  conditions  of  employment  for  employees  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  there  is  a 
provision  that  the  Board  of  Education  may  sub- 
stitute certain  holidays  in  place  of  those  speci- 
fied in  the  ordinance  for  its  employees  provided 
an  equal  number  of  different  holidays  are  so  de- 
clared. 

Since  it  is  desirable  that  the  pupils  remain  in 
school  on  election  days,  these  dates  are  included 
in  the  regular  school  calendar.  It  is,  therefore, 
necessary  that  the  usual  functions  of  the  non- 
certificated  employees  of  the  school  district  be 
performed  on  such  particular  days.  In  order  that 
the  employees  of  the  school  district  may  receive 
the  same  number  of  holidays  during  the  year  as 
employees  of  the  city,  the  Board  of  Education 
has  declared  the  following  in-lieu  holidays 
which,  we  feel,  will  be  satisfactory  to  both  the 
employee  and  the  school  district : 

In  lieu  of  June  8,  1954: 

June  24,  1954 — Cafeteria  employees. 

June  29,  1954 — Employees  in  the  regular  pro- 
gram who  serve  during  the  school  term  only  and 
whose  services  for  the  fiscal  year  1953-54  are 
scheduled  to  end  at  the  close  of  day  June  28, 
1954  (exclusive  of  vacation). 

July  2,  1954 — For  all  other  noncertificated 
employees  of  the  Board  of  Education  coming  un- 
der Section  VI  (a)  of  the  salary  ordinance. 
Child  Care  Center  employees  in  non-teaching 
classifications.  Those  employed  in  the  Recreation 
program  conducted  on  school  facilities  will  ob- 
serve the  regular  election  day  holiday,  June  8, 
1954. 

In  lieu  of  November  2,  1954: 

November  26,  1954  —  For  all  noncertificated 
employees,  including  Child  Care  Center  non- 
teaching  classifications.  Those  employed  in  the 
Recreation  program  will  observe  the  regular 
election  day  holiday,  November  2,  1954. 

Under  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance, 
every  noncertificated  employee  is  permitted  if 
desired  to  absent  himself  if  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  voting.  However,  the  polls  in  San  Fran- 
cisco are  open  from  7:00  a.m.  to  8:00  p.m.,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  every  employee  may  be  able  to 
vote  during  this  period  without  absenting  him- 
self from  his  employment.  The  Superintendent 
would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  each  employee 
to  the  fact  that  an  equal  period  of  time  off  is 
granted  on  another  day  in  lieu  of  election  day 
and,  where  practical,  this  in-lieu  day  has  been 
scheduled  to  provide  the  employee  a  long  week 
end.

New  Credentials  Required  — 
Physically   Handicapped 

A  representative,  state-wide  committee  was 
appointed  on  January  7,  1954,  by  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Instruction  Roy  E.  Simpson  to 
study  the  qualifications  needed  by  teachers  of 
special  education  classes  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations for  revision  of  the  requirements  for 
the  six  existing  credentials  in  this  field. 

Legislation  passed  at  the  1953  session  of  the 
California  Legislature  makes  it  mandatory  on 
and  after  September  1,  1955,  for  teachers  of 
special  education  classes  to  hold  a  special  teach- 
ing credential  authorizing  the  teaching  of  such 
classes.  The  State  Board  of  Education  will  pre- 
scribe minimum  standards  for  such  credentials 
and  also  the  services  authorized  thereby. 

At  present,  a  special  secondary  credential  is 
provided  for  the  following  types  of  teaching: 
correction  of  speech  defects,  teaching  the  men- 
tally retarded,  teaching  the  blind,  teaching  the 
deaf,  teaching  lip  reading  and  teaching  the 
partially-sighted  child.  The  holding  of  a  special 
credential  has  not  been  mandatory  except  in 
classes  for  correction  of  speech  defects  and  for 
the  mentally  retarded.  Since  the  requirements 
for  these  credentials  have  not  been  revised  for 
many  years,  a  thorough  study  of  the  require- 
ments in  the  entire  field  of  teaching  physically 
handicapped  and  mentally  retarded  children  is 
deemed  necessary  so  that  the  credential  specifi- 
cations may  be  revised  and  brought  up  to  date 
before  the  holding  of  these  credentials  becomes 
mandatory  on  September  1,  1955.

Planetarium  Show  Features  Mars 

While  astronomers  the  world  over  are  train- 
ing telescopes  on  Mars,  some  of  them  even  hop- 
ing to  discover  whether  or  not  life  exists  there, 
Morrison  Planetarium  located  in  Golden  Gate 
Park,  will  be  featuring  the  red,  mysterious 
planet  in  a  special  show.  The  reason  for  both 
activities  is  that  during  June  Mars  will  be  al- 
most as  close  to  earth  as  it  is  possible  for  it  to 
get,  a  distance  of  about  forty  million  miles. 

In  the  Planetarium  a  special  "zoom-lens"  pro- 
jector will  bring  the  multi-colored  planet  rush- 
ing out  of  space  toward  the  audience,  or  if  you 
use  just  a  little  imagination,  you  get  the  illusion 
you  are  speeding  toward  this  strange  world.  At 
the  closest,  Mars  appears  to  be  only  10,000  miles 
away.  That  is  close  enough  for  you  to  see  the 
controversial  canals  that  perplex  scientists  and 
to  observe  the  seasonal  changes  in  color  which 
suggest  some  form  of  life  is  there.  You  can  even 
see  distinctly  the  winter  snow  cap. 

According  to  Leon  E.  Salanave,  Planetarium 
lecturer  and  associate  curator  of  astronomy  at 
the  California  Academy  of  Sciences,  Mars  will 
be  given  perhaps  the  closest  scrutiny  in  history 
this  month.  Professionals  and  amateurs  will 
make  a  round-the-world,  round-the-clock  ob- 
servation to  look  for  sudden  changes  in  cloud 
conditions  of  the  Martian  atmosphere.  Since 
Mars  was  last  in  opposition  (the  time  when  it 
is  nearest  to  the  earth)  astronomers  have  im- 
proved their  photographic  equipment.  They  are 
now  able  to  take  a  picture  at  about  one-tenth 
of  a  second  exposure,  much  faster  than  former- 
ly. This  will  eliminate  the  fuzzy  appearance  our 
swirling  atmosphere  lent  to  all  earlier  photo- 
graphs. 

Unfortunately  for  scientists  in  the  Northern 
Hemisphere,  Mars  will  appear  low  in  the  sky 
this  month.  But  if  all  their  hopes  aren't  realized, 
at  least  they  can  try  out  new  techniques  and 
equipment  (particularly  the  200-inch  telescope 
at  Mt.  Palomar)  in  preparation  for  another  op- 
position in  1956,  when  conditions  will  be  nearly 
perfect. 

Planetarium  shows  are  given  daily  (except 
Monday  and  Tuesday)  at  3:30  and  8:15  p.m., 
with  an  extra  matinee  at  2  p.m.  on  Saturdays 
and  Sundays.

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Register  Symbols  Revised 

Attention:  Elementary  and  Secondary  Teach- 
ers and  Attendance  Clerks: 

"Instruction  F,6  on  page  2  of  the  1954  re- 
vision of  the  State  School  Register  provides  for 
the  use  of  the  following  symbols  in  accounting 
for  pupils: 

Entering:  E,  Es,  Ed,  or  R 

Transferring:  Ts,  Td,  or  L 

It  was  recommended  by  the  CASSA  attend- 
ance committee,  and  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  that  the  same  symbols  be  used  in 
secondary  schools. 

The  value  of  the  use  of  these  particular  sym- 
bols has  been  questioned.  After  much  considera- 
tion they  have  been  revised,  using  5  instead  of  7 
symbols,  that  will  be  basic,  uniform,  and  of 
definite  use  in  collecting  needed  information. 

Following  are  the  symbols  that  may  be  used 
after  July  1,  1954,  and  shall  be  used  after  July 
1,  1955,  in  elementary  and  secondary  schools: 

El — Identifies  and  establishes  entering  dates 
for  all  pupils  enrolling  for  the  first  time  in  any 
public  school. 

E2 — Identifies  and  establishes  entering  dates 
for  all  pupils  enrolling  for  the  first  time  in  any 
California  public  school  this  year  but  who  have 
been  enrolled  in  any  public  school  outside  of 
California  this  year. 

E3 — Identifies  and  establishes  dates  for  all 
pupils  entering  by  transfer  from  other  Califor- 
nia public  schools. 

L — Identifies  and  establishes  the  leaving  dates 
for  all  pupils  who  transfer  out  of  any  California 
public  school. 

R — Identifies  and  establishes  the  dates  of 
return  for  pupils  who  leave  a  public  school  in 
California  and  return  to  the  same  school  with- 
out intervening  enrollment  in  any  school. 

It  is  to  be  particularly  noted  that  the  use  of 
these  new  symbols  in  place  of  those  provided  in 
the  elementary  State  School  Register  is  optional 
during  the  1954-55  fiscal  year  but  will  be  uni- 
formly required  after  July  1,  1955." 


Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors  of 
Attendance,  not  later  than  September  28,  a 
Left  Without  Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who 
was  on  the  school  roll  on  June  23,  but  who  has 
not  registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave 
school  for  any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer 
to  another  school  should  be  immediately  re- 
ported to  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  as  Left 
Without  Transfer.  Before  reporting  these  pupils 
as  Left  Without  Transfer  they  should  be  check- 
ed as  carefully  as  possible  by  the  school,  and 
when  reported  the  Left  Without  Transfer 
should  have  as  much  information  as  possible  for 
the  Supervisor  of  Attendance. 


School  Lists  Required 

The  principal  of  each  school  will  send  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  not  later  than  September 
28,  1954,  the  complete  enrollment  by  classes  as 
of  September  24,  1954,  on  the  class  list  forms 
supplied  by  the  Bureau.  (Please  notify  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  or  your  Supervisor  of 
Attendance  the  number  of  class  list  forms  you 
will  need.) 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and  type  or  write 
plainly  in  ink.  Do  not  use  nicknames.  If  a 
teacher  has  more  than  one  grade,  list  separately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  give 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the 
street  address;  also  both  American  and  Chinese 
names.  List  complete  addresses  for  children 
living  in  projects — building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers.  For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels,  list  apart- 
ment or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils  who  actually 
have  been  in  attendance  at  some  time  since 
September  13,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transferred  or  who  have  left  without  trans- 
fer before  September  24.  Add  to  the  list  and  star 
the  names  of  any  pupils  who  have  not  been  in 
attendance  during  this  period  but  who  had 
registered  previously  and  whose  absence  be- 
cause of  sickness  you  have  verified.  In  order  to 
keep  records  correct,  any  child  who  returns  to 
school  after  September  24,  or  enters  after  that 
date,  should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  At- 
tendance at  once  either  by  a  transfer,  if  he  has 
one,  or  by  an  Entered  Without  Transfer  slip. 


Birthdate  Data  Required 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  are  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  Registration 
of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new  pupils  entering  San 
Francisco  schools  for  the  first  time  and  for  all 
pupils  entering  kindergarten.  If  parent  does  not 
fill  out  one  of  these,  the  teacher  should  prepare 
the  blank  from  data  on  the  permanent  card. 
Only  in  this  way  will  it  be  possible  for  the 
Bureau  to  make  its  check  of  ages. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the  num- 
ber of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and  date 
of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed  state- 
ment that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth  certifi- 
cate. If  no  birth  certificate  is  obtainable,  a  hos- 
pital certificate  may  be  used  instead.  If  such 
birth  verification  is  not  readily  available,  how- 
ever, Registration  of  Minor  blanks  are  not  to  be 
delayed  but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the 
kindergarten  his  birthdate  must  be  not  later 
than  December  2,  1949.  All  entrants  to  the 
first  grade  must  have  been  born  on  or  before 
December  2,  1948.

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations,  Superintendent 
Herbert  C.  Clish  calls  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  .74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting 
the  professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative office  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any 
teacher  organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and 
unreservedly  extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or 
refrain  from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  at- 
tention to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's 
Bulletin.

The 
ownership  is  widely  spread  throughout  various 
groups  of  citizens.  Thus,  of  those  earning  under 
$2,000  a  year,  22  per  cent  own  bonds;  in  the 
$2,000-$5.000  group,  43  per  cent  own  bonds; 
$5,000-$7,500,  62  per  cent;  and  among  those 
earning  more  than  $7,500,  73  per  cent. 

A  breakdown  according  to  occupational 
groups  similarly  shows  widespread  ownership. 
By  occupations,  the  percentage  of  persons  own- 
ing government  bonds  is  as  follows:  Professional, 
57  per  cent;  managerial,  53  per  cent;  self-em- 
ployed, 45  per  cent;  clerical  and  sales,  46  per 
cent;  skilled  trades,  36  per  cent;  farmers,  31  per 
cent;  retired  persons,  36  per  cent. 

Geographically,  the  percentage  of  bond  own- 
ership ranges  from  52  per  cent  of  the  persons  in 
the  large  cities  to  37  per  cent  in  the  rural  areas. 

The  total  ($37,174,521,000)  in  federal  savings 
bond  holdings  is  part  of  a  total  of  more  than 
$200,000,000,000  in  individual  liquid  savings 
held  by  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

These  figures  not  only  give  the  lie,  in  cold 
black  and  white,  to  all  the  prophets  of  economic 
gloom,  but  they  also  reflect  the  willingness  and 
the  ability  of  the  American  citizenry  to  invest 
in  the  future  of  our  country  and  the  capacity 
to  assume,  even  while  enjoying  the  highest  stan- 
dard of  living  of  any  people  in  the  world,  a 
large  share  of  the  national  debt. 

This  is  a  "people's  economy"  in  the  truest  and 
best  sense  of  the  word,  and  these  figures  are  a 
more  than  sufficient  rebuttal  to  anyone  who 
questions  the  workability  of  our  free  enterprise 
system  and  our  way  of  life.

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John  C.  McGlade,   Retired 
Educator  Passes 

Funeral  services  were  held  last  Monday  in 
Reno,  Nevada  for  John  C.  McGlade,  retired 
deputy  superintendent  in  charge  of  secondary 
education  for  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools. 

Mr.  McGlade  retired  from  the  School  De- 
partment in  June  1941  after  having  served  37 
years  in  educational  work.  Born  in  Winfield, 
Iowa  in  1879,  records  disclose  he  was  a  straight 
"A"  scholar,  graduating  from  the  State  Univer- 
sity of  Iowa  in  1920,  where  he  was  an  outstand- 
ing linesman  and  captain  of  the  football  team. 

He  became  a  member  of  the  certificated  staff 
of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  in  1924, 
appointed  coordinator  of  the  part-time  school 
in  1925,  vice  principal  the  same  year,  and  served 
as  vice  principal  of  the  former  High  School  of 
Commerce  in  1926.  In  1927  he  was  appointed 
deputy  superintendent  of  high  schools,  and  in 
1936  deputy  superintendent  in  charge  of  second- 
ary education,  where  he  served  to  the  time  of 
his  retirement. 

His  fellow  workers  remember  him  as  "A  man 
of  outstanding  ability  with  a  high  sense  of  duty 
and  unswerving  loyalty  to  his  employers.  In 
addition  he  was  an  accomplished  public  speaker 
and  lecturer,  a  world  traveler,  a  great  friend  to 
young  people  and  one  who  was  always  active  in 
working  for  the  welfare  of  the  community." 

Mr.  McGlade  passed  away  suddenly  in  Reno 
where  he  had  been  a  resident  since  his  retire- 
ment. He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Ethel.

National  Science  Teachers 
Regional  Conference  Dec.  27-29 

Techniques  by  means  of  which  high  school 
science  teachers  can  keep  their  pupils  abreast  of 
today's  speeding  developments  will  occupy  the 
center  of  the  stage  at  the  National  Science 
Teachers  regional  conference  to  be  held  in 
Berkeley  this  December. 

The  conference  is  scheduled  from  December 
27  to  29  on  the  campus  of  the  University  of 
California  in  conjunction  with  the  121st  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Association  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science,  with  which  group  the 
science  teachers  are  affiliated. 

Featured  speakers  at  the  conference  are  to  be 
John  S.  Richardson  of  Ohio  State  University, 
one  of  the  nation's  leaders  in  science  education, 
and  William  G.  Sweeney,  of  San  Jose  State  Col- 
lege.

"Our  program  divides  responsibility  equally 
between  the  employer  and  the  employe,"  Ladar, 
an  attorney,  said.  "Alone,  neiher  management 
nor  labor  can  do  the  job.  The  United  Crusade 
is  a  civic  enterprise  at  its  top  level  and  a  family 
problem  within  every  place  of  employment."

Tuberculosis  Association  Appeal 

Tuberculosis-fighting  Christmas  Seals  this 
week  will  reach  the  homes  of  220,000  San  Fran- 
ciscans, announces  Ralph  N.  Larson,  Christmas 
Seal  chairman. 

"This  is  a  vital  year  in  tuberculosis  control," 
says  Larson.  "It  is  important  that  San  Fran- 
ciscans buy  these  seals  which  will  make  it  possi- 
ble to  control  and  eventually  eliminate  tubercu- 
losis from  San  Francisco." 

In  the  past  50  years  the  tuberculosis  death 
rate  has  been  slashed  dramatically,  Larson  ex- 
plains. "Yet  the  tragic  fact  remains  that  tuber- 
culosis last  year  continued  to  strike  100,000 
Americans.  In  San  Francisco  alone  700  people 
came  down  with  the  disease." 

"This  is  a  crime  against  humanity  when  we 
realize  that  tuberculosis  is  preventable  and  need- 
less," exclaims  the  chairman. 

Larson  told  of  the  San  Francisco  Tubercu- 
losos  Association's  program  which  last  year  took 
chest  x-rays  of  130,000  San  Franciscans  in  the 
search  for  hidden  tuberculosis. 

In  addition,  thousands  of  people  in  our  com- 
munity read  our  pamphlets,  heard  talks,  saw 
films  on  ways  to  prevent  tuberculosis. 

In  the  San  Francisco  Hospital  Christmas 
Seals  pay  for  the  services  of  a  vocational  re- 
habilitation counselor  who  helps  patients  in 
their  fight  to  become  self-supporting  citizens 
again. 

And  in  science  laboratories  across  the  land  re- 
search is  constantly  in  progress  to  find  that  drug 
which  will  wipe  out  tuberculosis.  All  of  these 
necessary  activities  must  be  continued,  says 
Larson.

Science  Notice  to  Elementary  Schools 

In  1949  the  Science  Teacher  Guides  were 
introduced  to  the  schools.  These  guides  were 
based  upon  the  science  teaching  practices  in 
San  Francisco  schools.  The  curriculum  assistants 
who  worked  on  the  guides  spent  a  semester 
visiting  the  schools  and  collecting  good  ideas 
for  science  teaching.

As  we  visit  the  schools  we  see  very  good  science 
teaching.  Children  are  learning  about  science, 
and  science  is  a  source  of  enrichment  for  other 
curriculum  areas. 

Sharing  once  again  the  good  science  teaching 
practices  that  are  being  carried  on,  would  be 
helpful  to  teachers.  For  this  reason,  we  are  ask- 
in  schools  to  send  in  by  December  17  descrip- 
tions of  interesting  science  activities  that  have 
been  dveloped.  In  writing  up  the  activity 
teachers  are  requested  to  include  the  following 
information:

Grade  level 

Source  of  activity  (page  reference  to  Teach- 
ing Guide,  film,  etc.) 
Equipment  used 

Description  of  how  the  activity  developed 
(simple  diagrams  may  be  used  to  help  explain) 

Correlation  with  other  subjects  (arithmetic 
involved,  written  language,  etc. 

These  descriptions  of  activities  could  be  the 
basis  of  an  in-service  course  in  which  teachers 
would  compile  the  material  submitted  into  us- 
able form.  Schools  are  requested  to  include  the 
names  of  teachers  who  are  interested  in  working 
on  a  project  of  this  kind.  If  a  sufficient  number 
of  teachers  indicate  interest  by  December  17, 
such  a  course  could  be  set  up  for  the  spring 
semester.

The  General   Pupil   Personnel 

Services  Credential 

At  its  meeting  on  July  29-30,  1954,  the  State 
Board  of  Education  adopted  the  requirements 
for  the  "General  Pupil  Personnel  Services  Cre- 
dential." This  credential  becomes  effective  Sep- 
tember 15,  1956  and,  therefater  will  be  required 
of  all  certificated  personnel  who  spend  more 
than  fifty  percent  of  their  time  performing  the 
types  of  services  covered  by  the  credential. 

These  services  include  Counseling,  Child  Wel- 
fare and  Attendance  Work,  School  Social  Work, 
Psychometry  or  School  Psychologist.  All  certi- 
ficated personnel  who  are  presently  engaged  in 
activities  of  this  type  are  urgently  requested  to 
investigate  their  own  eligibility  for  the  new 
credential  and  to  take  immediate  steps  to  quali- 
fy for  it. 

The  new  credential  is  optional  for  persons 
who  hold  regular  credentials  authorizing  them 
to  perform  the  services  of  school  psychologists, 
school  psychiatrist  and  child  welfare  and  at- 
tendance workers.

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Planetarium  Presentation 

During  the  month  of  December  the  Morrison 
Planetarium  will  present  again  the  story  of  the 
Christmas  Star.  The  show  will  be  given  almost 
exactly  as  it  was  last  December. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  performance  night 
will  fall  to  show  the  star  studded  sky  exactly  as 
it  appeared  to  the  Magi  and  the  residents  of 
Judea  on  January  1,  7  B.C.  Many  changes  will 
be  noted  in  this  sky  of  almost  2,000  years  ago. 
Familiar  constellations  are  there,  but  their  posi- 
tions in  the  sky  are  different.  Polaris,  the  most 
constant  of  today's  heavenly  objects,  does  not 
mark  the  north.  It  will  be  centuries  before  our 
earth,  tilting  slowly,  will  swing  to  joint  its  axis 
at  this  pale  star. 

This  date  -both  the  month  and  the  year — 
was  chosen  arbitrarily  explains  George  W.  Bun- 
ton,  manager  of  the  Planetarium.  For  astrono- 
mers, theologians,  and  historians  have  been  un- 
able to  determine  the  exact  date  Christ  was 
born.  It  is  also  impossible  for  science  to  say 
whether  the  star  of  Bethlehem  was  a  natural 
phenomenon  or  a  supernatural  star  unlike  any- 
thing known  today.  But  astronomers  through 
the  years  have  suggested  various  natural  explan- 
ations: theories  embracing  comets,  novae,  me- 
teors, conjunctions  and  odd  groupings  of  plan- 
ets. All  of  these  will  be  examined  in  each  show, 
Bunton  says,  together  with  the  biblical  and 
astronomical  clues  that  bear  on  any  decision  the 
observer  may  make. 

And  of  course  in  this  December  show  which 
is  a  tradition  among  planetariums  will  be  seen 
the  Christmas  Star  rising  above  Bethlehem,  a 
symbol  that  has  kindled  in  mankind  a  common 
desire  and  hope  for  peace  and  good  will.

Meanwhile,  thou- 
sands of  Americans  will  be  stricken,  and  they  — 
added  to  over  70,000  polio  patients  of  former 
years  —  will  require  continued  assistance  in 
their  struggle  to  rebuild  their  lives.

Five  major  city  officials  were  named  last  week 
as  heads  of  divisions  for  the  1955  March  of 
Dimes  by  William  Pflueger,  Campaign  Chair- 
man. 

Thomas  A.  Brooks,  chief  administrative  offi- 
cer, will  head  the  City  Employees  Division;  Dr. 
Ellis  D.  Sox,  public  health  director,  Health 
Department  Division;  Dr.  Herbert  C.  Clish, 
superintendent  of  schools,  School  Department 
Employees;  Fire  Chief  Frank  P.  Kelly,  Fire  De- 
partment Employees;  and  Chief  Michael  Gaf- 
fey,  Police  Department  Employees. 

The  1955  March  of  Dimes  began  on  January 
3  and  closes  on  February  1.  The  campaign  must 
raise  $64,000,000  nationally  to  finance  patient 
care  and  polio  prevention  programs. 

Included  in  this  figure  is  the  cost  of  evaluat- 
ing the  1954  field  trials  of  the  Salk  polio  vaccine. 
The  evaluation  is  currently  under  way  at  the 
University  of  Michigan  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Thomas  Francis,  Jr.  Should  the  vaccine 
prove  effective  it  will  be  licensed  for  public  use 
and  $9,000,000  of  March  of  Dimes  funds  will  be 
used  to  vaccinate  all  children  in  the  first  and 
second  grades  in  1955. 

This  year  was  the  seventh  consecutive  year  of 
high  polio  incidence  in  the  United  States  and 
the  third  highest  in  the  nation's  history.  In  1955 
the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis 
will  needs  funds  to  care  for  94,000  polio  patients, 
which  includes  both  carry-over  cases  from  pre- 
vious years  and  an  estimated  40,000  new  cases 
for  this  year. 

In  four  out  of  the  last  six  years  California  has 
led  the  nation  in  polio  incidence.  The  San  Fran- 
cisco Chapter  has  sufficient  funds  on  hand  to 
carry  the  chapter  only  through  January.  Bills 
beyond  that  date  must  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  1955  March  of  Dimes.

Nation  wide  observance  of  Brotherhood  Week, 
sponsored  by  the  National  Conference  of  Chris- 
tians and  Jews,  will  be  held  February  20-27. 
President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  is  honorary 
chairman  of  the  observance.  Ben  Duffy,  Presi- 
dent, Batten,  Barton,  Durstine  and  Osborne, 
Inc.,  is  general  chairman. 

The  1955  theme  is  "One  Nation  Under  God." 

Special  events  in  more  than  10,000  communi- 
ties throughout  the  United  States  will  mark 
Brotherhood  Week.  Educational  institutions,  re- 
ligious and  civic  organizations  will  participate. 
Programs  will  extend  the  work  of  the  National 
Conference  which  stimulates  year-around  pro- 
grams in  schools  and  colleges,  churches  and 
synagogues,  labor-management  and  community 
organizations,  and  in  newspapers,  magazines, 
motion  pictures,  radio  and  television. 

The  purposes  of  Brotherhood  Week,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Everett  R.  Clinchy,  president  of  the 
National  Conference,  are  to  give  people  an  op- 
portunity to  re-dedicate  themselves  as  individ- 
uals to  the  ideals  of  respect  for  people  and  hu- 
man rights.

You'll  learn 
to  accept  or  reject  a  person  strictly  on  his  merits 
as  a  human  being  and  not  because  he  happens 
to  be  different  from  you." 

"We  hope  that  during  Brotherhood  Week 
people  will  get  together  with  people  they  know, 
people  they  don't  know,  and  with  people  they 
wish  to  know,  in  the  informality  of  their  own 
homes.  By  planning  simple  discussions  about  the 
meaning  of  brotherhood,  and  what  it  means  in 
their  own  lives,  they  can  contribute  to  the  real 
spirit  of  Brotherhood  Week."

on  January  11.  His  subject  will  be  "The  Proof 
of  God's  Existence." 

According  to  Dr.  Adler,  the  question  of  God's 
existence  is  probably  the  most  important  as  well 
as  the  most  difficult  question  a  human  being  can 
consider.  Any  answer  to  it  has  far-reaching  con- 
sequences for  an  individual's  action  and  for  al- 
most everything  he  thinks.  No  matter  what 
answer  anyone  finally  comes  to,  each  person  has 
an  intellectual,  if  not  moral,  obligation  to  think 
about  this  question. 

The  question  differs  from  all  other  questions 
that  men  can  ask  and  can  attempt  to  answer.  It 
has  logic  all  its  own.  Moreover,  the  very  fact 
that  men  do  ask  this  question  is  one  of  the  most 
striking  characteristics  of  the  human  mind.

George  Washington  High  Again 
U.  C.  Scholastic  Winner 

The  Office  of  Relations  with  Schools,  Univer- 
sity of  California,  has  notified  George  Washing- 
ton High  School  that  its  graduates  who  entered 
the  University,  on  all  campuses,  in  the  academic 
year  1953-1954  have  earned  a  superior  group 
average  and  that  George  Washington  has  won 
an  Award  of  Merit  in  Division  I  (forty  or  more 
entrants). 

George  Washington  High  School  sent  fifty- 
one  of  its  graduates  to  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia in  1953-1954  and  these  graduates  main- 
tained a  grade-point  average  of  1.74.  Only  three 
students  failed  to  make  a  "C"  average.  This  is 
the  third  consecutive  year  that  George  Wash- 
ington High  School  has  won  this  singular  scho- 
lastic honor.  During  the  last  six  years  five 
Awards  of  Merit  have  been  received  by  the 
school. 

Award  Certificate  are  given  to  the  schools 
whose  University  entrants  have  earned  a  super- 
ior group  average  in  University  courses  of  study. 
Such  recognition  is  limited  to  the  top  10%  in 
each  division.  The  following  six  high  schools  in 
the  state  of  California  won  the  Award  of  Merit: 
Beveraly  Hills  High  School,  Berkeley  High 
School,  George  Washington  High  School  (S.F.), 
Fairfax  High  School  (L.A.),  Lowell  High 
School  (S.F.)  and  Los  Angeles  High  School 
(L.A.). 

Also,  the  University  has  sent  all  high  schools 
the  five-year  record,  1949-1953,  of  the  freshmen 
who  entered  the  University  from  the  accredited 
schools  of  the  state.  George  Washington  High 
School  has  the  distinction  of  having  the  highest 
grade  point  average  of  any  large  high  school  in 
the  state.  Its  record  is  1.73,  with  254  entrants. 
The  second  place  in  the  state  is  held  by  Berkeley 
High  School,  with  609  entrants  and  a  grade- 
point  average  of  1.70  for  the  five-year  period. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  for  large 
public  high  schools  in  California  (enrollment 
over  500),  the  group  summary  grade-point  aver- 
age is  1.42;  of  small  public  high  schools  (under 
200  enrollment)  1.32,  and  for  private  high 
schools  in  the  state,  1.32.

Bicycle  License  Warning 

The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  an- 
nounced today  that  bicycle  licenses  for  the  year 
1955  are  now  due  and  payable.  These  licenses 
cost  fifty  cents  (50^)  per  year  and  are  procur- 
able at  the  Tax  Collector's  Office,  Room  105, 
City  Hall. 

After  March  15,  police  officers  will  cite  to 
court  the  owner  of  any  bicycle  that  is  found 
being  operated  on  the  streets  of  San  Francisco 
without  a  proper  license;  also,  the  bicycle  will 
be  impounded  and  any  expense  incurred  shall 
constitute  a  lien  against  such  bicycle. 

Licensing  of  a  bicycle  affords  the  owner 
greater  protection  in  the  event  the  bicycle  is 
lost  or  stolen  and  renders  the  illicit  sale  of  stolen 
bicycles  much  more  difficult  of  achievement. 
Since  the  inauguration  of  bicycle  licensing  in 
this  city,  thefts  have  been  held  to  a  minimum 
and  recoveries  of  stolen  bicycles  have  been  in- 
creased eighty  (80%)  per  cent.

Rule  on  Professional  Organizations 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of  membership 
in  professional  organizations,  Superintendent 
Herbert  C.  Clish  calls  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion at  its  meeting  September  14,  1937: 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional 
Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting 
the  professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative office  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any  teacher 
organization  in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and  unreserv- 
edly extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any 
principal  or  other  administrative  officer  or  other  school 
employee  to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or  refrain 
from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  atten- 
tion to  this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  term 
by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin.

Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all 
pupils  who  have  left  school  may  be  made,  prin- 
cipals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors  of 
Attendance,  not  later  than  February  18th,  a 
Left  Without  Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who 
was  on  the  school  roll  on  January  28th,  but  who 
has  not  registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  who  leave 
school  for  any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer 
to  another  school  should  be  immediately  re- 
ported to  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  as  Left 
Without  Transfer.  Before  reporting  these  pupils 
as  Left  Without  Transfer  they  should  be  checked 
as  carefully  as  possible  by  the  school,  and  when 
reported  the  Left  Without  Transfer  should  have 
as  much  information  as  possible  for  the  Super- 
visor of  Attendance.

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Birthdate  Data  Requested 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be  checked  im- 
mediately, principals  are  requested  to  send  at 
once  to  the  .Bureau  of  Attendance  Registration 
of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new  pupils  entering  San 
Francisco  schools  for  the  first  time  and  for  all 
pupils  entering  kindergarten.  If  parent  does  not 
fill  out  one  of  these,  the  teacher  should  prepare 
the  blank  from  data  on  the  permanent  card. 
Only  in  this  way  will  it  be  possible  for  the  Bur- 
eau to  make  its  check  of  ages. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks  should  contain 
the  following  information,  if  available:  the  num- 
ber of  the  birth  certificate,  the  place  and  date 
of  birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed  state- 
ment that  the  teacher  has  seen  the  birth  cer- 
tificate. If  no  birth  certificate  is  obtainable,  a 
hospital  certificate  may  be  used  instead.  If  such 
birth  verification  is  not  readily  available,  how- 
ever, Registration  of  Minor  blanks  are  not  to 
be  delayed  but  are  to  be  sent  in  immediately. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered  in  the 
kindergarten  his  birthdate  must  be  not  later 
than  May  2,  1950.  All  entrants  to  the  first  grade 
must  have  been  born  on  or  before  May  2,  1949. 


School  Lists 

The  principal  of  each  school  will  send  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  not  later  than  February 
18,  1955,  the  complete  enrollment  by  classes  as 
of  February  16,  1955,  on  the  class  list  forms  sup- 
plied by  the  Bureau.  (Please  notify  the  Bureau 
of  Attendance  or  your  Supervisor  of  Attendance 
the  number  of  class  list  forms  you  will  need. ) 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and  type  or  write 
plainly  in  ink.  Do  not  use  nicknames.  If  a 
teacher  has  more  than  one  grade,  list  separ- 
ately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils  give 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the 
street  address;  also  both  American  and  Chinese 
names.  List  complete  addresses  for  children  liv- 
ing in  projects — building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers.  For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels,  list  apart- 
ment or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils  who  actually 
have  been  in  attendance  at  some  time  since  Feb- 
ruary 2,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who  have 
transferred  or  who  have  left  without  transfer 
before  February  16.  Add  to  the  list  and  star  the 
names  of  any  pupils  who  have  not  been  in  at- 
tendance during  this  period  but  who  had  reg- 
istered previously  and  whose  absence  because 
of  sickness  you  have  verified.  In  order  to  keep 
records  correct,  any  child  who  returns  to  school 
after  February  16,  or  enters  after  that  date, 
should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
at  once  either  by  transfer,  if  he  has  one,  or  by 
an  Entered  Without  Transfer  slip. 
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Board  Adopts   Rule 
Governing   Political  Activity 

Section  74a,  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Education 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  of  January 
25,  1955: 

"  Resolution  #51-25Q9  —  RESOLVED:  Em- 
ployees of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  are  hereby  prohibited  from  active  par- 
ticipation in 

(a)  The  nomination  or  confirmation  of  Mem- 
bers of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education. 

(b)  The  election  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

(c)  The  election  of  a  Member  or  Members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco. 

Active  participation  within  the  meaning  of 
this  rule  shall  include  the  public  endorsement  of 
candidates;  distribution  of  literature;  solicita- 
tion of  votes;  the  levying  or  soliciting  of  funds 
or  political  support;  in  each  case  for  the  purpose 
of  favoring  or  hindering  the  nomination,  con- 
firmation or  election  of  any  of  said  officers, 
whether  directly  or  indirectly. 

Without  obtaining  a  leave  of  absence  for  the 
purpose,  no  employee  shall  become  or  publicly 
announce  his  intention  to  become  a  candidate 
for  any  city,  school  district,  state  or  federal 
office  that  is  subject  to  election  or  confirmation 
by  vote  of  the  electorate  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  or  a  larger  political  subdivision 
which  includes  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

All  political  activity  relative  to  any  candi- 
dates, issues  or  propositions  is  prohibited  on 
school  grounds  during  school  hours. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  rule  is  intended  to 
preclude  any  such  employee  from  voting  or  at- 
tending political  meetings. 

Willful  violation  of  this  rule  shall  constitute 
unprofessional  conduct.

Annual  Inspection  of 
School  Buildings 

Each  year  during  the  Spring  Semester  an 
examination  of  existing  school  plants  is  made 
by  engineers  representing  the  interested  fire 
insurance  companies,  and  a  detailed  report  of 
any  lire  hazards  that  may  be  noted  is  submitted 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Most  conditions  can  be  remedied  by  better 
"housekeeping"  and  principals  and  janitors  are 
directed  to  examine  their  buildings  carefully  to 
discover  possible  rule  violations  and  to  apply 
remedial  measures  at  once. 

Principals  will  please  instruct  janitors  to 
check  on  the  following  and  make  written  report 
to  the  assistant  superintendent  in  charge  of 
buildings  and  grounds  on  the  result: 

1.  Only  15  amp.  fuses  should  be  used  on  lighting 

circuits. 
Only   20   amp.   fuses   should  be   used   on   plug 

circuits. 
Xo  "jumpers"  permitted  in  any  fuse  blocks. 
B&G   Requisition   should   be   issued   to   correct 

any  circuit  overload. 

2.  Foot-warmers    and    enclosed    radiators    in    cor- 

ridors to  be  cleaned  thoroughly  at  least  once 
each  month. 

Tight-fitting  covers  must  be  kept  on  drums 
containing  sweeping  compound. 

The  accumulation  of  old  paper,  properties  con- 
structed of  paper,  and  other  similar  mater- 
ials constituting  fire  hazards  is  forbidden  in 
all  parts  of  all  school  buildings. 
5.  The  use  of  plenum  chambers  and  boiler  rooms 
as  storage  spaces  for  lumber,  etc.,  is  forbid- 
den. Children  are  not  allowed  to  enter  these 
rooms.  Xo  ladders,  scenery,  stage  props  or 
any  other  material  are  to  be  placed  in  pass- 
ageways or  exits. 
f>.  Oily  rags  or  waste  and  other  similar  causes  of 
spontaneous  combustion  should  be  placed  in 
tightly  covered  metal  trash  cans. 
7.  Cover  should  be  kept  over  hatches  to  attic 
spaces.  All  attic  smoke  doors  should  be  kept 
closed  and  latched. 

Extension  cords  for  lights  in  attic  spaces,  store- 
rooms, etc.  should  be  replaced  by  wire  in 
conduit  or  their  use  discontinued.  B&G 
requisition  should  be  issued  to  replace  exist- 
ing temporary  wiring  with  permanent  in- 
stallation. 

Auto-call  and  other  fire  alarm  systems  should 
be  kept  in  order  at  all  times  for  instant  use 
by  pupils  or  teachers. 

Inflammable  solvents  as  alcohol,  paint  thinners, 
lacquer  thinners,  must  be  kept  in  a  special 
safety  can.  If  total  storage  of  paints  and 
thinners  exceed  5  gallons,  a  steel  storage 
cabinet  is  required.  These  items  may  be 
secured  on  a  general  requisition.  L'nder  no 
circumstances  should  glass  containers  be 
used  for  inflammable  liquids. 

B&G  requisitions  should  be  issued  immediately 
to  re-charge  any  discharged  or  low-pressure 
fire  extinguishers.

General  Pupil  Personnel  Credential 

In  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin  of  December 
13,  1954  there  was  a  brief  statement  concerning 
the  new  general  pupil  personnel  services  creden- 
tial. In  order  to  clarify  that  statement,  this  more 
detailed  explanation  is  given. 

The  new  credential  will  replace  three  creden- 
tials now  available,  child  welfare  and  attend- 
ance, school  psychologist,  and  school  psycho- 
metrist.  These  three  credentials  will  not  be  issued 
after  September  15,  1956.  However,  all  creden- 
tials now  in  force  or  issued  before  September  15, 
1956  will  remain  valid.  In  addition  to  the  three 
areas  mentioned  above,  the  new  credential  will 
authorize  service  as  school  counselor  or  school 
social  worker. 

Effective  September  15,  1956,  the  specific  cre- 
dential requirements  in  each  of  the  five  fields 
will  be  as  follows: 

School  Psychologist  —  Must  hold  the  present 
school  psychologist  credential  or  the  new  pupil- 
personnel  credential  with  the  major  in  school 
psychology. 

School  Psychometrist.  Must  hold  the  present 
school  psychometrist  credential  or  the  new  pupil 
personnel  credential  with  a  major  in  school 
psychometry. 

Supervisor,  Child  Welfare  and  Attendance  — 
Must  hold  the  present  child  welfare  and  attend- 
ance credential  or  the  new  credential  with  the 
major  in  child  welfare  and  attendance. 

School  Social  Worker — Must  hold  the  new 
credential  with  the  major  in  school  social  work. 

School  Counselor — Must  hold  the  new  pupil 
personnel  credential  under  the  following  condi- 
tions : 

1.  Must  have  been  assigned  counseling  as  a 
"Major  Responsibility"  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and 

2.  Must  counsel  more  than  one-half  time. 
While  the  Board  has  not  acted  in  this  matter, 

it  is  probable  that  counseling  will  be  made  the 
"Major  Responsibility"  of  all  of  our  counselors. 
In  this  event,  the  general  pupil  personnel  cre- 
dential will  become  mandatory  for  all  those  who 
serve  more  than  one-half  time  as  counselors. 

Anyone  who  is  interested  in  securing  the  new 
credential  should  submit  a  transcript  of  courses 
and  a  verified  statement  of  experience  to  the  Di- 
vision of  State  Colleges  and  Teacher  Education, 
State  Department  of  Education,  Sacramento  14, 
California.

With  the  opening  of  the  Fall  1954  school  term 
a  new  full  time  day  program  in  the  sheet  metal 
trade  began  operations  in  the  John  A.  O'Con- 
nell  High  School  and  Technical  Institute.  This 
course  was  established  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Herbert 
C.  Clish,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the 
Sheet  Metal  Advisory  Committee.

This  commitee,  which  is  composed  of  an 
equal  number  of  representatives  of  sheet  metal 
contractors  and  sheet  metal  labor  representa- 
tives, is  the  same  group  which  has  for  many 
years  cooperated  with  school  officials  in  con- 
ducting the  fine  sheet  metal  apprentice  program 
now  carried  on  in  the  O'Connell  Evening 
School.  Bob  Tuck,  representing  the  sheet  metal 
contractors  is  the  committee  chairman,  while 
Frank  Burk,  representing  the  sheet  metal  work- 
ers union,  continues  to  act  as  secretary. 

The  new  program  offers  high  school  students 
and  young  men  of  apprenticeable  age  an  oppor- 
tunity to  receive  basic  training  in  the  sheet 
metal  trade  on  a  preapprentice  level,  while  at 
the  same  time  continuing  their  high  school  sub- 
jects for  graduation.  Upon  satisfactory  comple- 
tion of  the  course  graduates  are  given  special 
consideration  by  the  advisory  committee  for 
full  time  apprentice  positions  in  the  trade  as 
they  become  available. 

Among  the  first  students  to  enroll  in  this  class 
was  a  young  veteran  named  Firman  D.  Voges 
who  had  received  some  sheet  metal  practice  in 
the  armed  forces.  His  progress  was  so  satisfac- 
tory that  upon  completion  of  his  first  term  he

was  recommended  for  employment  by  his  in- 
structor, Lewis  Wittlinger,  and  placed  in  a  full 
time  apprenticeship  position  on  January  18, 
1955,  by  Coordinator  of  Building  Trades,  Rob- 
ert Farrell,  through  the  fine  cooperation  of 
committee  secretary  Burk. 

Voges'  employer,  Fred  Baciocco,  owner  of  the 
Star  Sheet  Metal  Works,  42  Otis  Street,  San 
Francisco,  is  very  well  pleased  with  the  attitude 
and  ability  of  his  new  apprentice  and  is  very 
enthusiastic  in  his  praise  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation and  the  John  O'Connell  School  in  mak- 
ing the  course  possible.

Here  an 
upcurving  perforated  piece  of  sheet  iron  caught  the 
gravel  and  let  the  fine  material  fall  into  a  cleated 
box  where  the  gold  collected. 

GOLD  MINING  EQUIPMENT:  ROCKER 
CRADLE.  622.342-SPX1.  Model  Boxed  15"  x  8"  x 
8".  El  JH.  Used  by  wet  claim  gold  miners,  this  box 
was  in  reality  40"  x  20"  x  4",  with  the  upper  end 
two  feet  higher  than  the  lower  end,  and  mounted  on 
rockers  like  a  cradle.  In  the  upper  end  of  the  cradle 
was  a  hopper  perforated  with  one-half  inch  holes. 
Under  the  hopper  was  an  apron  fastened  on  both 
sides.  To  operate  the  cradle  the  miner  threw  gravel 
into  the  hopper  and  poured  water  over  it,  rocking  the 
cradle.  The  gold  lodged  against  the  holes  and  the 
earth  washed  through.

Safety   Sn   The   School, 
A  Guide  For  Teachers 

"Safety  in  the  School"  is  a  safety  guide  re- 
cently published  by  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District.  It  is  a  revision  of  the  1948 
"Safety  Guide  for  Shop  Teachers",  plus  sec- 
tions in  safety  education  in  several  additional 
areas  of  secondary  education.  In  addition  to 
safety  in  school  shops,  "Safety  in  the  School" 
includes  specific  instructional  material  and 
evaluation  instruments  in  the  following  areas: 
safety  in  homemaking,  physical  education,  sci- 
ence laboratories,  corridors,  stairways,  class- 
rooms, and  the  auditorium. 

The  section  covering  safety  practices  and 
procedures  in  school  shops  is  unique  in  that  it 
establishes  a  Board  of  Education  Policy  relative 
to  certain  safety  practices  and  procedures.  The 
"BOARD  POLICY"  serves  to  define  specific 
practices  and  procedures  for  safety  instruction 
in  the  shops,  as  well  as  to  identify  areas  of  re- 
sponsibility for  administrators,  teachers,  and 
students. 

"Safety  in  the  School"  was  prepared  by  Nich- 
olas Germano,  with  the  assistance  of  well  over 
one  hundred  teachers  and  administrators  serv- 
ing as  members  of  committees  representing  the 
various  areas  included  in  the  guide.  The  best 
possible  direction  was  given  to  those  preparing 
the  material  by  consultants  representing  high 
authority  in  the  fields  of  Safety  and  Education.

Credential  Renewal 

Credentials  expiring  any  time  during  1955 
may  be  renewed  now,  and  teachers  are  urged 
to  apply  for  renewal  at  this  time  so  that  re- 
newals may  be  issued  prior  to  the  expiration 
date  and  interruption  in  salary  payments  are 
avoided.

"World    Health   and  World 
Development"  Lecture   Series 

Third  speaker  of  the  series  "World  Health 
and  World  Development"  is  Walter  Packard, 
agriculture  expert  now  working  with  the  Tech- 
nical Assistance  Programs  of  the  UN  in  Greece, 
Mexico,  Venezuela  and  Puerto  Rico.  Mr.  Pack- 
ard, formerly  with  the  University  of  California, 
will  speak  on  Wednesday,  at  8:15  p.m.,  April 
27,  at  the  First  Unitarian  Church  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, Geary  and  Franklin  Streets.  He  will 
speak  on  "World  Food  Resources  and  World 
Health."  Moderator  of  the  meeting  will  be  Dr. 
Merrill  K.  Bennett,  director  of  Food  Research 
Institute  of  Stanford  University  and  author  of 
the  current  book,  "The  World's  Food." 

Chairman  of  the  lecture  series  is  Dr.  Ernst 
Wolff.  He  will  introduce  the  UN  film  "World 
Without  End",  which  had  its  preview  on  tele- 
vision and  received  an  enthusiastic  reception 
from  critics  and  educators. 

Mr.  Packard,  soil  and  reclamation  expert,  has 
been  described  as  the  "American  Miracle  Work- 
er in  Greece"  in  the  February,  1955,  issue  of  the 
Readers  Digest.  A  statue  was  erected  to  honor 
Mr.  Packard  for  the  technical  assistance  that  he 
has  rendered  to  Greece  and  for  his  forthright 
good  will  as  an  American.  He  is  convinced  a 
peaceful  world  can  be  achieved  with  money  and 
technical  resources  and  that  the  basic  problem 
in  the  world  is  how  to  produce  sufficient  food  to 
keep  the  ever-increasing  population  from  star- 
vation. He  points  out  that  Greece,  for  example, 
has  changed  from  a  nation  with  food  shortages 
into  an  exporter  of  rice  and  other  cereals  due 
to  the  local  initiative  of  the  Greek  farmers  who 
wish  to  learn  and  the  field  work  of  the  Tech- 
nical Assistance  Program.  The  lecture  series  is 
under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Bay  Area  Citi- 
zens Committee  for  the  World  Health  Organi- 
zation, the  Adult  Education  Division  of  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Schools,  the  San  Francisco 
Mental  Health  Society  and  other  community 
organizations. 

According  to  Dr.  Wolff,  teachers  should  find 
this  series  of  reports  and  discussions  informative 
and  interesting  since  the  subject  matter  dis- 
cussed by  experts  at  these  meetings  cuts  across 
the  entire  school  curriculum.

The  Red  Cross  is  calling  for  500  student 
volunteers,  aged  14  to  19,  to  help  with  the 
Summer  Swim  Program  which  Red  Cross 
sponsors  jointly  with  the  Recreation  Park 
Department.

The  long-awaited  guide  for  Art  in  the  Ele- 
mentary Schools  is  fast  nearing  completion.  It 
is  planned  that  it  be  available  for  the  fall  term 
1955-1956.  Due  to  the  possibility  of  using  a 
much-improved  method  of  reproduction,  the 
illustrations  and  page  layouts  are  being  com- 
pletely re-designed.  The  content  represents  the 
work  of  many  elementary  teachers,  field  ad- 
ministrators and  central  office  staff  members, 
working  together  over  a  period  of  five  years. 
With  constant  evaluation  by  teachers  in  class- 
rooms and  committee  conferences,  Dr.  Susan  B. 
Irwin,  supervisor  of  art  education,  Mrs.  Alice 
Stone,  teacher  at  Hillcrest  School  and  curricu- 
lum assistant  in  Elementary  Art  1954-1955,  and 
Herbert  Simon,  supervisor  of  art  education, 
have  shared  the  major  production  responsibili- 
ties. It  is  a  practical  guide  for  the  San  Fran- 
cisco elementary  classroom  teacher  and  con- 
tains many  unique  features,  such  as, 

1.  Growth  and  Development:  The  guide  pre- 
sents a  philosophy  of  art  education  based  upon 
what  we  know  about  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  the  child  and  his  art  expression.  Spe- 
cific procedures  are  listed  for  helping  the  child 
in  his  development. 

2.  Illustrations:  The  guide  is  profusely  dia- 
grammed and  illustrated  with  art  from  every- 
day classroom  situations  which  illustrate  all 
major  points  in  developmental  phases.  These 
miniatures  have  captured  the  natural  child 
qualities  of  original  art  expression.  Although 
only  in  black  and  white,  they  give  the  tonal 
effect  of  color. 

3.  Samples  of  Processes:  Each  guide  will  con- 
tain 22  individual  swatches  of  work,  2"  x  3", 
illustrating  a  wide  variety  of  decorative  paper, 
painting,  and  printing  processes.  The  children 
themselves  have  done  these  swatches  especially 
for  the  guide. 

4.  Teaching  Techniques:  Specific  directions 
are  given  for  all  teaching  procedures,  yet  with 
a  degree  of  flexibility  that  avoids  the  imposition 
of  any  single  technique.  Many  alternate  sug- 
gestions are  made  to  provide  for  individual 
differences  between  children  and  individual 
differences  in  the  many  varied  classrooms. 

A  plan  for  the  presentation  and  visualization 
of  the  guide  at  the  Old  Ulloa  School  workshop 
is  being  made  ready  for  the  fall  term.  The 
Department  of  Art  Education  will  schedule 
conferences  with  teachers  and  field  adminis- 
trators on  a  district  basis  and  interpret  the  con- 
tents of  the  guide  through  demonstration  and 
exhibits,  including  an  exhibit  of  all  the  items  of 
supply  and  equipment  available  for  art  in  the 
elementary  school  program.

Mayor   Issues   Public   Schools 
Week   Proclamation 

Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson  has  issued  the 
following  Proclamation  calling  the  attention 
of  citizens  to  the  36th  Annual  Observance  of 
Public  Schools  Week— April  25  to  30: 

"WHEREAS,  Public  education  has  been 
synonymous  with  freedom  ever  since  our  earliest 
colonial  times;  and 

"WHEREAS,  When  our  California  fore- 
fathers drew  up  the  state's  constitution  in  1849, 
provision  for  a  system  of  public  schools  was 
written  into  that  document;  and 

"WHEREAS,  When  the  system  of  public 
education  was  inaugurated  under  the  provisions 
of  this  constitution,  San  Francisco  was  the  first 
city  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  of- 
fered; and 

"WHEREAS,  It  has  long  been  recognized 
that  education  is  basic  to  the  maintenance  of 
man's  freedom  and  the  history  of  our  Republic 
is  proof  that  our  schools  have  done  and  are  do- 
ing effective  work  to  prepare  our  youth  for 
citizenship  responsibilities: 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  Elmer  E.  Robin- 
son, Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  do  hereby  proclaim  that  the  period 
from  April  25-30,  1955,  shall  be  known  and 
observed  as  'SAN  FRANCISCO  PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS  WEEK,'  and  I  invite  and  urge  our 
people  to  visit  at  least  one  or  more  schools 
during  that  week.  I  urge  our  teachers,  parents 
and  others  to  utilize  this  occasion  for  the  de- 
velopment of  closer  cooperation  between  them- 
selves for  the  welfare  of  our  public  education 
system. 

"IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF  I  have  hereunto 
set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  be  affixed  this 
fifteenth  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifty-five."

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Developmental    Reading   Project 
For  Secondary  Schools 

The  teaching  of  reading  has  not  always  been 
considered  a  function  of  the  secondary  school. 
Ability  to  read  was  once  prerequisite  to  a  sec- 
ondary education  which  provided  for  individual 
differences  through  elimination  of  unfit  pupils. 
With  wholesale  elimination  no  longer  the  prac- 
tice, secondary  schools  must  now  provide  for 
wide  variations  in  reading  ability  through  other 
means.  The  secondary  division  in  San  Francisco 
has  instituted  a  developmental  reading  project 
to  help  our  schools  meet  this  challenge. 

Developmental  reading  is  an  integral  part  of 
a  pupil's  total  growth.  Emphasis  must  be  on 
the  pupil  and  his  individual  pattern  of  growth 
and  development.  A  pupil's  reading  experi- 
ences, too,  should  always  have  meaning  for 
him;  he  should  always  be  reading  for  meaning, 
as  well  as  for  such  skills  as  speed,  fluency,  and 
phonetic  analysis. 

This  project,  part  of  the  continuing  English 
curriculum  development  which  last  year  pro- 
duced the  Framework  for  Secondary  School 
English,  seeks  to  encourage  and  facilitate  de- 
velopmental reading  in  secondary  schools 
through: 

1.  An  in-service  study  group  for  teachers 
concerned  with  improvement  or  reading  skills, 
particularly  those  with  special  classes  for  this 
purpose. 

2.  Services  of  a  curriculum  assistant  in  plan- 
ning, consultation  with  teachers,  classroom  visi- 
tations, and  interviews  of  pupils. 

3.  Case  conferences  on  developmental  prob- 
lems of  pupils  with  reading  difficulties,  attend- 
ed by  the  pupil's  teachers,  a  clinical  psycholo- 
gist of  Child  Guidance  Service,  and  the  cur- 
riculum assistant.

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A  Low  Seven  Class 
Studies  Graphs 

One  of  the  arithmetic  units  of  the  Low  Seven 
involving  social  applications  is  the  one  dealing 
with  graphs.  A  few  of  the  expected  outcomes 
in  terms  of  pupil  understanding  and  behavior 
are  (1)  ability  to  read  and  interpret  graphs  at 
his  level  of  understanding;  (2)  ability  to  choose 
the  type  of  graph  most  appropriate  for  the 
problem  and  to  construct  each  type;  and  (3) 
ability  to  analyze  graphs  critically  in  order  to 
detect  errors  in  construction  and  in  interpre- 
tation. 

Last  term  in  one  of  our  junior  high  schools, 
a  Low  Seven  class  was  beginning  a  unit  on 
graphs.  In  looking  over  the  data  presented 
in  the  textbook,  the  class  decided  that  the  in- 
formation given  was  decidedly  outdated.  Con- 
sequently the  class  decided  they  would  look 
elsewhere  for  data,  and  then  would  construct 
one  each  of  the  following  kinds  of  graphs:  ver- 
tical and  horizontal  bar  graph,  broken  line 
graph,  circle  graph,  and  pictograph.  One  of 
the  members  of  the  class  brought  a  copy  of  the 
World  Almanac,  and  it  was  agreed  that  each 
member  of  the  class  would  show  the  popula- 
tion of  the  10  largest  cities  in  the  United  States 
on  a  vertical  bar  graph.  This  type  of  graph 
was  chosen  for  this  data  because  it  is  most  use- 
ful in  showing  comparative  size  and  approxi- 
mate numbers.  The  population  figures  were 
rounded  off  to  the  nearest  200,000  for  ease  in 
approximating  between  vertical  spaces.  A  dif- 
ferent committee  was  chosen  to  construct  each 
of  the  graphs  on  the  chalkboard.  This  tech- 
nique was  used  as  a  teaching  device. 

The  World  Almanac  was  used  again  for  a 
broken  line  graph.  The  increase  in  population 
of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  in  ten-year  periods 
from  1880  to  1950  was  shown  by  a  series  of 
dots  connected  by  a  broken  line.  A  line  graph 
was  used  for  this  graph  because  it  is  most  use- 
ful in  showing  changes,  trends,  or  progress. 
After  the  graphs  were  completed,  the  class  dis- 
cussed how  the  graph  could  be  used  to  show  a 
trend  in  population  or  for  predictive  purposes. 
Assuming  that  the  increase  would  continue  for 
the  next  ten  years  as  it  had  for  the  past  60 
years,  the  average  growth  could  be  shown  by 
drawing  a  line  with  a  ruler  along  the  median 
of  the  points  on  the  graph.  In  this  way  the 
population  for  any  future  year  might  be  pre- 
dicted to  the  nearest  rounded  off  number  in 
the  scale. 

Data  for  the  horizontal  bar  graph  and  circle 
graph  were  obtained  from  The  Passing  Scene, 
the  1954  Book  of  Street  and  Highway  Accident 
Information  published  by  the  Travelers  Insur- 
ance Group.  This  pamphlet,  free  for  the  ask- 
ing, contains  14  tables  of  accident  data  from 
which  to  choose  for  study  or  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  graphs.  The  class  enjoyed  using 
the  booklet  because  of  the  variety  of  comic

illustrations  it  contained.  From  the  table  show- 
ing the  types  of  accidents  resulting  in  injuries, 
a  horizontal  bar  graph  was  constructed.  This 
graph  not  only  showed  the  number  of  people 
injured  in  each  type  of  accident  but  also  showed 
at  a  glance  a  comparison  of  each  type  of 
accident. 

The  circle  graph  was  titled  "Age  of  Drivers  in 
Accidents."  The  number  of  fatal  and  non- 
fatal accidents  with  their  percentages  were 
present  in  the  table  for  each  of  four  different 
age  groups.  It  was  agreed  that  the  circle 
graph  was  the  best  graph  to  use  when  com- 
parisons by  percentage  were  to  be  shown,  and 
there  were  fewer  than  six  or  seven  divisions 
were  to  be  made.  The  percentages  were  con- 
verted to  degrees  and  a  protractor  used  to  con- 
struct each  section  of  the  graph.  The  class  was 
quite  impressed  by  the  fact  that  although 
drivers  under  25  years  of  age  constitute  only 
15%  of  all  drivers,  they  are  involved  in  or  are 
actually  responsible  for  25%  of  fatal  accidents 
and  20%  of  non-fatal  accidents. 

The  unit  was  concluded  with  the  members  of 
the  class  making  an  original  pictograph  of  their 
own  choosing.  These  graphs  varied  greatly, 
depending  on  the  artistic  interest  and  ability 
of  each  child. 

The  interest  and  enthusiasm  of  the  class  in 
this  unit  using  up-to-date  facts  and  material 
demonstrates  the  advantage  of  using  data  found 
in  many  sources  outside  the  textbook.

A  specialized  workshop  in  Intergroup  Educa- 
tion will  be  conducted  at  Stanford  University 
from  August  8-19. 

This  workshop,  offered  in  cooperation  with 
The  Commission  on  Educational  Organizations, 
National  Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews, 
provides  a  two-week  period  of  intensive  appli- 
cation to  methods  of  intergroup  education  and 
to  skills  in  dealing  with  group  relations  prob- 
lems. It  is  offered  for  persons  who  have  had 
prior  experience  in  intergroup  education  work- 
shops or  the  equivalent  in  human  relations 
activities.

Life   Diplomas   and 
Credential   Renewals 

Teachers  who  are  eligible  for  life  diplomas 
are  required  to  submit  applications  to  the  Office 
of  Personnel  for  processing  and  presentation  to 
the  Board  of  Education  prior  to  submission  to 
the  State  Department  of  Education. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  ad- 
vised that  life  applications  received  after  the 
first  of  September  cannot  be  processed  in  time 
to  be  recorded  in  the  County  Superintendent's 
Offices  prior  to  November  30,  the  expiration 
date  of  all  credentials  expiring  in  1955. 

Inasmuch  as  these  applications  must  be  re- 
viewed by  the  local  Board  of  Education  not 
later  than  its  August  meeting,  teachers  are 
urged  to  apply  immediately  for  life  diplomas 
if  they  expect  to  receive  such  diplomas  prior 
to  November  30,  1955. 

Teachers  who  are  not  yet  eligible  for  life  di- 
plomas, but  whose  credentials  expire  this  year 
should  apply  for  renewal  of  their  present  teach- 
ing credentials  immediately. 

Teachers  who  are  uncertain  concerning  the 
expiration  date  of  their  credentials  should  ex- 
amine the  credential  itself  concerning  the  re- 
newal date  and  renewal  requirements,  or  call 
Mrs.  Holland  of  the  Personnel  Office  for  in- 
formation.

Teaching   in   San   Francisco 

"My  year  in  San  Francisco  was  a  very  de- 
lightful one.  Having  been  there  many  times 
before,  1  knew  I  liked  the  city.  1  like  its  many 
panoramic  views,  its  cultural  opportunities,  its 
cosmopolitan  atmosphere,  and  its  people. 

"In  most  respects  their  school  system  is  like 
ours.  They,  too,  have  their  B-E  Day,  institutes, 
curriculum  committees,  supervisors,  budgetary 
problems,  reading  difficulties,  and  problem  chil- 
dren. 

"Much  emphasis  is  placed  upon  individual 
differences  and  ability  grouping  in  all  subjects. 
Keeping  the  children  happy,  relaxed,  and  so- 
cially well-adjusted  is  one  of  the  predominant 
aims.  They  have  semiannual  promotions,  but 
are  gradually  working  toward  annual  promo- 
tions. They  have  a  morning  nutrition  period, 
which  we  do  not  have.  Lunches  are  eaten  out- 
doors except  for  the  few  rainy  days  we  had. 

"The  subject  I  enjoyed  teaching  most  was  the 
City  of  San  Francisco.  This  was  included  in  the 
third  grade  social  studies.  It  gave  me  a  fine 
opportunity  to  learn  the  city  and  its  many 
places  of  interest.  Booklets  on  the  third  grade 
level  on  the  history  of  San  Francisco,  its  indus- 
tries, amusements,  residential  and  business  dis- 
tricts, and  the  surrounding  Bay  Area  were  com- 
posed and  compiled  by  the  teachers.  The  school 
system  offered  wonderful  opportunities  for  ex- 
cursions to  all  points  of  interest  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  Bay  Area.  Our  school,  Andrew 
Jackson,  was  centrally  located  near  Golden  Gate 
Park.

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Retirement  Credit  Committee  Report 

The  Retirement  Credit  Committee  which  was 
organized  to  endeavor  to  obtain  credit  in  the 
Retirement  System  for  the  first  six  months  of 
permanent  service  for  teachers  between  1925 
and  1932  and  non-certificated  employees  be- 
tween 1922  and  1932,  desires  to  report  to  the 
interested  persons  that  rapid  progress  is  being 
made  on  this  proposed  ordinance. 

On  March  28  the  Board  of  Supervisors  gave 
approval  to  make  the  actuarial  study  as  to  cost 
and  effect  and  prior  to  the  end  of  April  the 
financial  response  was  so  encouraging  that  we 
authorized  the  Retirement  System  to  start  work 
on  the  survey. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  actuarial  survey  is 
$950  and  the  Retirement  Credit  Committee  has 
already  paid  to  the  Retirement  System  $700  of 
this  cost  and  will  make  the  final  payment  within 
a  short  time. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  actuarial  report  should 
be  completed  within  a  couple  of  months  after 
which  it  can  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors for  approval. 

The  committee  desires  to  express  its  apprecia- 
tion to  the  many  persons  affected  who  have  con- 
tributed $2.00  each  so  that  it  could  proceed  with 
the  work.
